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PREFACE 



The history of every family, who have antecedents, should 
be written, and this volume has been prepared to preserve and 
perpetuate some scattered records, which we have collected. 

We have the warrant of Scriptures for valuing our descent 
from distinguished or worthy ancestors. In the first words of 
the Gospels we find an account of the human lineage of our 
Lord Jesus Christ. And then in a later gospel it is traced 
back to the first man, Adam. So that no one need sneer or 
laugh at reasonable pride of ancestry, as is the tendency with 
some people. When this occurs, we can pass it by as unworthy 
of notice. We may think with Longfellow: "We may build 
more splendid habitations, fill our rooms with paintings and 
with sculpture, but we can not buy with gold the old asso- 
ciations. ,, 

The family sketches contained in this volume were prepared 
as a part of our history of the Skeltons of Paxton, Va. But 
because the interests of the Skelton and the Meade families 
are not identical, and some of the Skeltons are not especially- 
interested in the Meades, and many of the Meades are not 
particularly interested in the Skeltons, it seems best to make 
two books of our history, one of the Skeltons and their connec- 
tions, and the other of the Meades and their connections. 

No attempt has been made to make our Meade sketch ex- 
haustive, but the writer, not being a member of this family, 
which is very large and very much scattered, has confined him- 
self to the earlier history, abroad and in Virginia, and then 
to those branches, with which his family is connected. He- 
wishes to disclaim any intention to write an exhaustive general' 
history of the family, because he has not the information and 
facilities, which this would require. 

The descendants of Susanna Everard, the wife of David*' 
Meade, all of them of course, through her participate in the- 
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interesting descent from King Edward III of England, (1328- 
1377), through his son, Lionel, Duke of Clarence, and their 
names should be included in The Plantagenet Roll of the Blood 
Royal, The Clarence Volume, by the Marquis of Ruvigny and 
Raneval, London, T. C. and E. C. Jack, 1905. But as a mat- 
ter of fact many of them are omitted there. However, any 
member of the Meade family, who can trace his lineage back 
one or two generations, should be able to find his line of con- 
nection in our tables. 

The Everard history is very interesting on account of its 
antiquity and remarkable connections. We have followed 
some of the lines, and many others might be traced. There 
are no other known descendants of the Everard family in this 
country. 

The other sketches are not much more than outlines, but 
they will doubtless help any one to make farther investiga- 
tions. They are intended merely to give general statements of 
these families, and particularly their connections with the 
Meades. 

It is probably true that no other kind of composition is so 
liable to error as genealogical history, and some one has said 
that its chief use, or rather fate is to be corrected. We are 
aware that some of our statements, as to the Irish history of 
the Meades, do not accord with statements accepted by some 
members of the family and published in certain newspaper 
articles. But we have adopted them, because they seem to 
be sustained by reliable historical evidence. However, we shall 
at all times be pleased to have our attention called to all errors, 
which may be found in this book, historical, typographical, or 
otherwise, so that they may be corrected, and we may thereby 
arrive at the truth. 

A number of blank pages have been added in the back of 
the book, where persons may record their own lines when they 
are not included, or add any additional history, as they may 
wish. 

Some of the lineage tables seem to be incorrectly printed 
upside down, but a more careful examination will show that 
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they are correctly arranged. Holding the book sideways with 
the back from you the tables read properly. 

In two retrospective tables for the sake of brevity and con- 
ciseness the writer has traced back the descent, beginning with 
his son as a representative of the latest generation. It will be 
an easy task for any descendant to be substituted in his place.

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CHAPTER 1 



THE MEADES IN IRELAND 



This book relates of Andrew Meade, of Ireland and Vir- 
ginia, and his ancestors and descendants, and not of the other 
families of this name, apparently unrelated. 

There seem to be a good many sketches of our Meade family 
of Virginia, but they relate almost exclusively to the modern 
history in Virginia, and the meagre results of the attempts to 
trace the family in Ireland seem very full of error. 

The writer has adopted the record in the new edition (1912) 
of Debrett's Peerage, Baronetage, and Companionage, pre- 
pared and revised by the present Earl of Clanwilliam, the head 
of the family. 

Mr. David Randolph Meade, late of Clarke Co., Va., whose 
death in July, 1912, is very much to be regretted, had for 
some years been collecting and preparing material for a book 
on the Meade family. He wrote for information to the Earl 
of Clanwilliam, who in March, 1912, with a very kind and 
cordial letter sent him advance sheets of the Clanwilliam 
sketch in the new edition of Debrett's Peerage, then in press. 
Mr. Meade kindly sent these to Mrs. Baskervill for inspection 
and return, and the writer made copies, which we have on 
file and have recorded here. It is much to be regretted that 
Mr. Meade did not publish his book before his death. 

Andrew 1 Meade, the first of the family in this country, who 
emigrated to America about 1685, and was the ancestor of the 
Virginia Meades, as shown later, was a member of this Irish 
family. And although heretofore the connection has not been 
definitely traced, the relationship is undoubted and is known 
both here and in Ireland. Now the writer thinks he has dis- 
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covered a clue, which definitely fixes his parentage, and the 
definite connection. See page 16. 

The name in the older period in Ireland was spelled 
"Meagh", or "Miagh", and the family lived at Ballintober, or 
Ballintubber, near Cork, co. Cork, Ireland. 

The following is an identical copy of the Earl of Clan- 
william's letter, and a close abstract of the advance sheets of 
the book:

Our home is now in the North of Ireland in county Down — 
a place called Gillhall, celebrated for the Beresford ghost story, 
one of the most authentic ghost stories in the world.* I 
trust these papers may be of some interest and use to you. 
Please do not return them. We never came from England, 
and never had anything to do with England. 

Y. truly, 

( signed ) Clanwilliam." 

The following is taken from the advance sheets for a new 
edition of Debretfs Peerage, Baronetage, Knightage and 
Companionage, sold from 31s 6d to 50s net, evidently pre- 
pared by the Earl of Clanwilliam.

This lineage from Debretfs Peerage is doubtless reliable, 
as far as it goes, but it includes only the oldest surviving sons, 
and some of their families. The name of Andrew 1 Meade 
does not appear in it. Mr. Randolph Meade thought he was

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a brother of John 10 Meade, who was born in 1642 and made 
a baronet in 1703, and a son of William* Meade, of Ballin- 
tubber, lieut. colonel in the army. But that was before he had 
seen the lineage from Debrett, which gives the latter's brothers 
and sisters, and does not mention Andrew Meade, and shows 
that this is not the correct solution of the matter. The writer 
thinks he has discovered the true solution, and while it is not 
absolute, it seems most probable. 

Sir John 8 Meade, mentioned in page 14, who was knighted 
in 1623, and died in 1629, left two sons, 

1, William 19 , his heir, who was a lieutenant colonel in the 
army, &c. See page 14. 

2, John*, of whom nothing more is stated. 

Judging from the dates Andrew 1 Meade must have be- 
longed to the generation of the children of these two sons. 
Therefore Mr. Randolph Meade placed him there, but in the 
wrong family. He is known to have been one of the Meades 
of Ballintobber, and therefore he must have been of this fam- 
ily. He could not have been a son of William* Meade, of 
Ballintobber, because the names of his sons are given, and he 
is not among them. Therefore he must have been a son of 
John* Meade, the younger son of this generation, whose fam- 
ily is not given. 

And now we find a confirmation of this in The Chaumiere 
Papers, a family history written by David 8 Meade, grandson 
of Andrew 1 Meade, when he states "He (Andrew 1 Meade) 
had an uncle, Coin. Meade, of the Irish Brigade, a man of 
much interest at the Court of Versailles". This seems con- 
clusive, and, the writer thinks, definitely settles this long 
mooted question. We also notice that David 1 Meade, son of 
Andrew 1 , named one of his sons John, probably after his 
grandfather. 

A series of articles in regard to the Meades by "Jane Grif- 
fith Keys" were published some years ago in the Baltimore 
Sun. She did not have the lineage from Debrett, shown 
above, and there are some undoubted inaccuracies in her state- 
ment ; for instance, when she states that Andrew 1 Meade was 
descended from John Meade, 1st Earl of Clanwilliam. Doubt- 
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less she got her dates confused, as Andrew 1 Meade was a 
grown man, when he emigrated about 1685 > an d ^ e earldom 
of Clanwilliam was not created until 1776, more than a hun- 
dred years after he was born. She also mentions William 
Meade, Bishop of Kildare in 1540 and Privy Councilor to 
Henry VIII, "whose castle was at Meadestown, co. Cork, 
Ireland." But he was not an ancestor. 

A copy of these articles will be found in our Meade Papers, 
Vol. II. 

It is interesting to know that Meades are still living at Bal- 
lintobber. From Armorial Families, by Fox Davis, 1902, in 
the Virginia State Library, we get: 

"John Josias Meade, Gentleman. Born Sept. 26th, 1858, 
eldest surviving son of the late John Meade, Esq., J. P., by 
his wife, Eliza, daughter of Richard Meade, of Dublin. Arms : 
Gules, a chevron ermine, between three trefoils slipped argent. 
Crest : On a wreath of colours, an eagle with two heads dis- 
played sable. Motto: Toujours pret. Seats: Ballintobber, 
Ballinhassig, co. Cork." 

"Richard John Meade, Esqr., B. A., J. P., co. Cork, born 
Apl. 1 8th, 1865. Arms same as last. Seats: Ballymarble, 
Kinsale, co. Cork.

The writer has found additional interesting information in 
regard to the Meades in Ireland in Smith's History of Cork 
in the Virginia State Library.

The previous text was written in 1913, and now it is also interesting 
to note in regard to the present disturbed condition of Ireland, that 
the earl of Clanwilliam has sided with the Unionists of Ulster, his 
residence being as has been stated in county Down. In the Richmond 
News Leader of March 21st, 1914, in an article relating to Ireland, it 
was stated that Sir Edward Carson, leader of the Unionists, who was 
staying at the residence of Captain Craig, three miles from Belfast, 
"continues to hold his 'cabinet councils' with Captain Craig, the mar- 
quis of Londonderry, the earl of Ranfurly, the earl of Clanwilliam, 
and other unionist workers." 
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esting old book, and will well repay a perusal. It was first 
published in 1750 with the express approval of the Lord 
Lieutenant of the county, and the Mayor and Council of the 
city of Cork, and thus became official. And later in 1775 a 
second edition was published, brought up to date, this copy 
being of the latter edition published in Cork in 1815. In addi- 
tion to the text the quaint old illustrations are very interesting. 
This is a standard history of Cork, and in it are many refer- 
ences to the Meades, of which the following is a summary.

A mention is made of Meadestown, three or four miles 
south of Cork, near Carigalene, where stood a castle built by 
the Meades. 
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Then we find a mention of Ballintobber, in the parish of 
Kinsale and near the town of Kinsale, in the barony of Kerry- 
cuhihy, ten or twelve miles south of Cork, the seat of Sir John 
Meade, a minor in 1750, whose grandfather was created a 
baronet by Queen Anne, May 29th, 1703. 

The town of Kinsale is on the sea at the mouth of the 
river Bandon. There are quite a number of castles in the 
vicinity, some of which remain, and of some the ruins may 
be seen. "From Inishannon (six miles above), to Kinsale, 
the river is extremely pleasant, having several houses, castles, 
and woods on its banks, which are high and beautiful. As 
one rows down this river, it winds in an agreeable manner, and 
at the end of each turn the sight is pleasingly entertained with 
the prospect of some neat seat or romantic building, which 
open the eye [sic] one after the other." This was in 1750. 
Ballintobber is on this stretch of six miles, near Kinsale. 

Kinsale is an ancient corporation chartered by Edward III 
in 1333, but the settlement is very much older, as it contained 
an abbey of "regular canons", of which St. Gobban was abbot 
in the seventh century. There was also an abbey of Car- 
melites founded in 1334, of which, part of the ruins still re- 
mained in 1750. It is a place of some importance, and has a 
good harbor. In September, 1601, it was occupied by the 
Spanish, who held it for several months, but they were finally 
defeated and evacuated the place on January 2nd, 1602. 

An interesting picture of Kinsale is given in the book 
(Smith's History of Cork). 

Ballintobber was the ancestral seat of the Meade family, but, 
we do not find any description of it — only of the surroundings 
as given above. 

The present Earl of Clanwilliam and his family, please re- 
member, now reside at their seat, Gillhall, Dromore, co. Down, 
Ireland. 

The Meades were living also in other parts of the county 
of Cork. For "On June 3rd, 1749, Mr. Richard Mead (so 
spelled), of the town of Bantry, at the bottom of the extensive 
bay of that name, (a good distance East of Ballintobber), to 
entitle him to a premium given by Rev. Dr. Madden, fully 
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proved to the Dublin Society that he had, within the year, 
catched and cured 380,000 fish of different kinds, six score 
to the hundred, a prodigious taking for one man." The ex- 
pression "six score to the hundred" is curious, and reminds 
us of the old fashioned "long ton," in which the "quarter" is 
twenty-eight instead of twenty-five pounds, and "the hundred 
weight", 112 lbs. instead of 100 lbs. ; and so the "baker's dozen" 
consists of thirteen. 

Again we find an interesting description and picture of 
Butterant Abbey with St. Mary's Chapel (as they were in 
1750). In the latter are found "several tombs of the Barrys, 
the Magners, Fitz-Geralds, Prendergasts, O'Callaghans, Done- 
gans, Meads, Dowlings, and Healys". Butterant may be seen 
on the map in the barony of Kilmore seventeen or eighteen 
miles N. W. from Cork. It was formerly an ancient corpo- 
ration, being onetgoverned by a mayor and aldermen, but by 
the wars gone to decay. There were still to be seen in 1750 
the remains of walls that surrounded the town, and also "the 
remains of a sumptuous ruin of the ancient abbey (just re- 
ferred to), founded by David de Barry in the reign of Edward 
I, who (de Barry) lies buried therein. He was Lord Justice 
of Ireland, and his tomb still remains in the choir, opposite 
the great altar. The walls of the choir with the nave of the 
church and several other buildings remain entire; also, the 
steeple, which is an high square tower erected on a fine Gothic 
arch; to the South is St. Mary's Chapel, in which are found 
the tombs referred to. There is much other interesting de- 
scription too long to find place here. It may be, that these 
Mead tombs are those of some of the Ballintobber family, or, 
perhaps, they may belong to another branch of the family. 

South of Butterant a short distance is the town of Mallow, 
which was incorporated by James II on August 29th, 1688, 
who appointed David Miagh provost, and twenty-six bur- 
gesses. It is said, that this town was once reckoned the best 
village in Ireland. The frequent appointment of the Meades 
to high office showed their prominence and high standing. 

After the death of Queen Elizabeth in 1603 there seems to 
have been in Ireland a good deal of opposition to acknowledg- 
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ing the accession of James I, and particularly was this the 
case in Cork. William Mead was "Recorder" and Richard 
Boyle, afterwards Earl of Cork, was "Clerk to the Council." 
William Meade seems to have been the leader of the oppo- 
sition, taking a very earnest and positive stand. The people 
expressed a doubt as to the death of the Queen, and said they 
must be satisfied as to that point. They refused to let the 
King's army into the city, but other citizens opposed this move- 
ment and let the army in. And thus the trouble was sup- 
pressed. 

The present Anglican Bishop of Cork, Cloyne, and Ross, in 
Ireland, is the Rt. Rev. William Edward Meade, D. D., born 
in 1832, who was consecrated to that office in 1894. In a let- 
ter to Mrs. Baskervill, dated Sept. 14th, 1906, he stated that he 
was one of the Meades of Ballintober, co. Cork, and was con- 
nected with the Virginia Meades. He spelled Ballintober with 
one b near the end of the word, which is doubtless the modern 
spelling. His letter is filed in our "Meade Papers," Vol. II. 

As stated, we have recorded the detailed history of the line- 
age only to the death of Sir John 10 Meade, 1st Baronet, who 
died in 171 1, because our ancestor Andrew 1 Meade came to 
America about 1685, and after that our particular interest in 
the Irish family ceases. A detailed account of the later line- 
age may be found in any book on the peerage of England, and 
particularly in Burke's Peerage, in the Virginia State Library. 
Our interest now transfers with Andrew 1 Meade to America. 

This is all we know of the Meades in Ireland and ends the 
first chapter of this sketch. We will next take up the Meades 
in Virginia. 
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CHAPTER II 



THE MEADES IN VIRGINIA 



The arms for the Meades in Virginia are the same as for 
the earls of Clanwilliam, as described on page ml Afr 

Andrew 1 Meade, of Ballintobber, Co. Cork, Ireland, whose 
lineage has been given, came over to America about 1685, and 
was the ancestor of our family of Virginia Meades. Tradition 
states that he went first to London, and thence came to New 
York, where he married Mary Latham, of Quaker parentage, 
of Flushing, Long Island, and Bishop Meade in his Old 
Churches, Vol. 1, p. 292, states that the Latham family still 
resided there at that time (1857). The family of Mary 
Latham will be taken up later. 

About five years afterwards he removed with his family to 

Virginia and settled in Nansemond Co., where he became con- 

4 spicuous and prosperous. He was engaged in trade with the 

i Indians up the Roanoke River, in Virginia and North Carolina, 

J and also in the lumber trade, and became a man of wealth; He 

built a handsome family mansion and storehouses. The man- 
sion stood on an eminence just back of the town of Suffolk, 
and had an avenue of trees, which led from it to the church in 
Suffolk, of which he was a vestryman. 

Our information in regard to Andrew 1 Meade after his 
arrival in America is taken to a great extent from two very 
valuable books written by two of his descendants, viz., Old 
Churches and Families of Virginia, by Bishop William Meade, 
of Virginia, published in 1857, and Chaumiere Papers, con- 
taining papers relating to the family, chiefly by David 3 Meade, 
1748-1838, of Chaumiere, Kentucky, grandson of Andrew 1 
Meade, and edited and published in 1883 by Henry J. Peet, 
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his grandson. While the publication of the former thus 
preceded by many years that of the latter, the articles 
contained in the latter had been written many years before, 
and Bishop Meade tells us that his account "is chiefly 
taken, even to the letter, from papers found among the relics 
of the late David 8 Meade, of Kentucky, eldest brother of my 
father, who lived to be more than ninety years of age, and was 
much addicted to the study of genealogy." Bishop Meade 
was a great grandson of Andrew 1 Meade through David 2 and 
Coin. Richard 8 Kidder Meade. Thus we have very good and 
reliable authority. In addition to these we have other sources 
of information, among them the first vestry book of the Upper 
Parish of Suffolk, in Nansemond Co., Va., of which the first 
record is of November 13th, 1743, two years before the death 
of Andrew 1 Meade. 

There are many copies of "Old Churches/' including one in 
our library, but only a few copies of "Chaumiere Papers'' were 
printed for private distribution, and they are rare. A friend 
has lent a copy to the writer for use in preparing this sketch. 

David 8 Meade relates of his grandfather : "Andrew 1 Meade, 
my paternal grandfather, was an Irish Catholic, born in the 
county of Kerry (Ireland). [This is an error. Ballintobber, 
the seat of the Meade family, is in county Cork, not Kerry. 
Kerry is west of Cork]. Tradition says he left his native 
country, and went first to London, and from thence to New 
York about the latter end of the 17th century. He resided 
some years in New York, and there married Mary Latham, 
of Quaker parentage, and some time after he removed to Vir- 
ginia, and settled permanently at the head of navigation on the 
Nansemond River. 

"It has never been ascertained that he ever formally re- 
nounced the Catholic faith, though he was many years a rep- 
resentative of his county in the House of Burgesses, judge of 
the court, and senior colonel of the militia, executing these 
offices with advantage to his adopted country, and credit to 
himself, particularly the • two former for which he was emi- 
nently qualified by education, which was scholastic, and sup- 
posed to have been received either in France or Flanders. He 
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is said to have been a large man, of great corporeal strength, 
and rather hard featured, but of fine form. In the year 1745 
he deceased, leaving a character without stain, having had the 
glorious epithet connected with his name, long before he died, 
of 'Honest.' 

"Anything further than is above related relative to the 
origin of my grandfather is chiefly conjecture. * * * 

"The Clan William coat of arms is the same as ours. The 
honors of that house originated in the reign of George II 
[1727- 1 760], and I believe not very early in it. * * * 

"It is not an improbable hypothesis, that being unfriendly to 
William the Third's succession to the throne of England, he 
was forced out of his native country, not unhappily for him, 
as it appears, as his fortune in America was benign, nor has 
it been unfortunate for his progeny. 

"He left a son, David 2 , and a daughter, Priscilla 2 , who mar- 
ried Wilson Curie, of Hampton. David 2 Meade, the son, in- 
herited the paternal estate, and about the year 1729 or 1730 
married Susannah 15 Everard, the elder of the two daughters 
of Sir Richard 14 Everard, Bart., of Broomfield Hall, Much 
Waltham Parish, in the County of Essex, England, and Susan- 
nah Kidder, his wife, eldest daughter of Dr. Richard Kid- 
der, Bishop of Bath and Wells. 

"My grandfather, Sir Richard 14 Everard, when a young 
man, was a captain in Queen Anne's army, and it is probable 
was with Sir George Rooke, admiral of the British fleet, when 
he took Gibralt<£." This* will be continued later in the 
Everard sketch. 

It may be well to state that Burke in his Extinct and Dor- 
mant Baronetcies has the remarkable statement that Susanna 
Everard, daughter of Sir Richard Everard, Governor of N. 
Carolina, married a Mr. White, a planter of Virginia, which 
of course is an error. 

The first vestry book of the Upper Parish of Suffolk, in 
Nansemond Co., begins with its first record of a meeting on 
November 13th, 1743 when there were present Coln. An- 
drew 1 Meade, Daniel Pugh, and others. We learn from this 
book that in 1745 David 2 Meade and Daniel Pugh took the 
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places of their fathers in the vestry, Coin. Andrew 1 Meade 
and Coin. Daniel Pugh having died in that year. Rev. Mr. 
Balfour was the minister, and it is remarkable that in this 
year he [the minister] was arraigned for drunkenness, swear- 
ing, and other vices, and nothing more is heard of him." (Old 
Churches I, 289). It is doubtless true, as his grandson so 
states, that Andrew 1 Meade was brought up a Roman Cath- 
olic, but he evidently did not continue in that faith. In New 
York he married a Quakeress, and later in Virginia he was 
a member of an Episcopal vestry, and held several public of- 
fices, which was not by law allowed to members of the Roman 
Catholic Church. 

It may be well to state that we find some errors in the 
"Old Churches," for instance in volume 1, page 291, where 
Bishop Meade states that his ancestor, Bishop Kidder, was 
"derived from the Everards of Essex," a rather remarkable 
case of inadvertence, when he knew perfectly well that 
Bishop Kidder's daughter, Susannah, married Sir Richard 
Everard, father of Susannah Everard, who married David 2 
Meade, as will be shown in our sketch of the Everard family. 
The book is of incalculable value, but has some inaccuracies 
in it. 

There has been some confusion and uncertainty, as to which 
of the earlier members of the family were members of the 
House of Burgesses of Virginia. And this is partly due to an 
error, which has been made in a recent book, supposed to be 
an authority of last resort. In 1910 the Virginia State Li- 
brary issued a carefully edited and elaborate edition of The 
Journal of the Virginia House of Burgesses in 13 volumes. 
The records are copied from the old manuscripts, but rolls of 
members were included, made up by the editor from the rec- 
ords and other sources. One of the members of the House 
which held from 1727 to 1734 without dissolution was "Mr. 
Meade," a representative from Nansemond Co., frequently 
spoken of in the records. The editor, evidently unfamiliar 
with the history of the family, has entered the name of the 
member as "David Meade" both in the rolls and in the index, 
while in the records, the only old part of the work, he is 
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invariably called "Mr. Meade." The first David 2 Meade, son 
of Andrew 1 Meade, was born in 1710 or 171 1, so that on 
Febry. 10th, 1727, when he is said to have been present as a 
member, he was only seventeen years old. Of course this 
could not have been, and it was undoubtedly Andrew 1 Meade, 
who died in 1745, and not David 2 Meade, born in 1710, who 
was a member of this House of Burgesses, which lasted from 
1727 to 1734. This same journal shows that David 2 Meade, 
who was born 17 10, and died 1757, was not at any time a 
member of the House of Burgesses, But that David 8 Meade, 
son of David 2 Meade, filled this office from Nansemond Co. in 
1769. This House of Burgesses, Mr. Meade tells us in 
Chaumiere Papers, was quickly dissolved by Governor Lord 
Botetourt, and Mr. David 8 Meade did not again seek this office. 
The journal shows that none of the other Meades of that 
period were in the House of Burgesses. 

We have treated this matter at some length because a loose 
impression seems to prevail with some of the family that all 
the Meades of that period were members of the House of 
Burgesses, and because the high authority of the book men- 
tioned makes it important that for the sake of accuracy this 
error should be corrected. 

The Virginia land books show that on Febry. 22, 1727, 
Andrew 1 Meade patented a tract of 136 acres of land in the 
Upper Parish of Nansemond Co., and this seems to be the 
only land grant to a Meade in Virginia. 

As stated, Andrew 1 Meade married Mary Latham, of 
Flushing, Long Island. Her father was Daniel Latham, 
who had at least three children: 

1. Mary Latham, m. (as stated) Andrew 1 Meade; 

2. Daniel Latham, Jr., whose descendants are stated by 
Bishop Meade to have been still residing in Flushing, Long 
Island, in 1857; 

3. Priscilla Latham, m. Hill. 

Of the last the issue was as follows : 

1. Priscilla Hill, m. J. Montford, four children; 

2. Henry Hill, m. , three children ; 

3. Sarah Hill, m. A. McCullough, seven children; 

4. Mary Hill, m. Jno. Campbell, two children. 
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Most of the descendants of Mary Hill are in the West and 
Northwest. Judge J. L. Bailey and his children, and John 
Kerr are some remaining in the state (New York?) This 
statement of the Lathams is from an old memorandum of Wm. 
O. Skelton, and he says it is from a note on an old family tree. 

The Texas Ranger, Ben McCullough, was a descendant of 
Sarah Hill. In regard to him we get the following from the 
Library of Universal Knowledge, IX, 284 : "Ben McCullough, 
1814-1862, born in Tennessee, took part in the struggle for 
Texan independence, and distinguished himself in the Mexican 
War. In 1853 he was made a United States marshal, and in 
1857 commissioner of Utah. He was a brigadier general in 
the Confederate service during the Civil War, and com- 
manded in several engagements in Missouri. He was killed 
at the battle of Pea Ridge." 

Andrew 1 and Mary (Latham) Meade had at least two 
children ; 

Priscilla 2 , who married Wilson Curie, of Hampton, Va., and 
had six sons and two daughters ; and 

David 2 , b. 1710, d. 1757, who married Susannah 15 , daugh- 
ter of Sir Richard 14 Everard, Baronet, Governor of North 
Carolina (see Everard Family). 

Of the former we know little. The names of her children 
will be found in the table on page 8. 

David 2 Meade, b. 1710, d. 1757, lived at the paternal resi- 
dence near Suffolk, and died there. In the year 1731 he 
married, as stated, Susannah 15 Everard. 

Through the courtesy of Mrs. Lila Meade Valentine, of 
Richmond, we have been enabled to present pictures of these 
two ancestors, photographed from portraits belonging to her. 
These are copies of original portraits belonging to members of 
the family living in Petersburg, Va. 

From the Chaumiere Papers we get: 

"My father, David 2 Meade, some time before his marriage 
made an acquaintance with the family of Sir Richard Ever- 
ard, who resided at Edenton, [N. C], the then seat of gov- 
ernment of North Carolina, where an attachment, perfectly 
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romantic, was mutually formed between my father and the 
eldest daughter of Sir Richard. * * * 

"Having relinquished his government [on Febry. 25, 1731] 
Sir Richard Everard and his lady and two daughters be- 
came the guests [by invitation] of my grandfather Meade, he 
living convenient to Hampton Roads, where the ship lay, in 
which they had taken their passage to England. From some 
cause or other the ship was delayed longer than was expected, 
[partly it is said on account of unfavorable winds], which delay 
proved favorable to my father's views, who had but little 
expectation of obtaining the parents' consent to his marriage 
with their daughter in Virginia, [he being only nineteen years 
old], and he was preparing to accompany the family to Eng- 
land, when the earnest entreaties of his father, who was dis- 
tressed at the thought of being so long and so widely sepa- 
rated from his only son, prevailed upon the parents of my 
mother to consent to an immediate marriage. They, with the 
most entire confidence in his honor and affection, put their 
daughter under the protection of her enraptured lover. No 
pair ever enjoyed more happiness in the hymeneal state than 
they did. They were both of them very young when they 
came together, and with very little experience in mankind, 
brought up under the eyes of fond and virtuous parents. 

"My father was of handsome person and fine statue. He 
lived a monotonous and tranquil life. The purity of his heart 
corresponded with the symmetry of his person. He was the 
most affectionate of husbands, the tenderest of parents, and 
the best of masters, and an ingenuous and sincere friend. 
Brought up in his father's house, with such a pattern, he could 
not but be just, generous, and hospitable. If it were thought 
to detract anything from his merits, it would not be here 
recorded that he had never studied human nature. Ever dis- 
posed to believe men to be what they should be, if he detected 
an individual deviating from strict probity, he considered him 
a monster. Venial faults excited in him astonishment, and 
crime horror. In fine, he was a truly virtuous man, but no 
philosopher. He deceased in the year 1757, being then in 
his 47th year." 4 
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No apology is needed for giving, substantially in full, this 
very attractive sketch. 

David 8 Meade succeeded to many of his father's honors. 
He became vestryman, colonel of militia, and held other of- 
fices. He inherited the larger portion of his father's estate 
including the family seat, and his wife is said to have been 
heiress to the large estate of her father, Sir Richd. 14 Everard, 
in England. Her elder brother Richard 15 succeeded to the 
baronetcy, and became the 5th baronet, but he died unmarried 
in 1741. He was succeeded by his brother Hugh as 6th 
baronet. Hugh, however, for some reason was disinherited, 
and received only the empty baronetcy, while Susannah in- 
herited the property. He went to Georgia and married there, 
but died without children in 1745. Thus the baronetcy became 
extinct and the family heritage went to the sister, Mrs. 
Susannah Everard Meade. 

This estate is said to have consisted of six manor houses 
with the estates, viz : Broomfield Hall, co. Essex ; Walnut Tree 
Farm, Copywold Farm, co. Hampshire ; freehold of Heathfield, 
co. Sussex, with a handsome mansion, on what is said to be 
the precise spot on which the Battle of Hastings was fought 
by Sir Richard Everard's ancestor, William the Con- 
queror; Tower Hill Farm, co. Somerset, near the city of 
Wells, on which farm Susannah Everard's grandfather, Rt. 
Rev. Richard Kidder, Bishop of Bath and Wells, had a fine 
mansion ; and in addition to all this, the London house with all 
the jewels and furniture thereto pertaining. Langleys, co. 
Essex, for so many generations the family seat, where the 
family had been buried, was not included, because Sir Richard 
Everard had sold it before going to North Carolina. 

In regard to the fine old mansion, the family seat of Andrew 1 
Meade and David 2 Meade, in Nansemond Co., Va., near Suf- 
folk, Bishop Meade writes: 

"Andrew 1 Meade built a large house on this spot for his 
residence, and storehouses also, as he still carried on trade 
by a creek which came up almost to his door. The mansion 
has long since been consumed by fire, and the other houses 
mouldered into ruins. The estate has passed into many hands 
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since the last of the family parted with it. But there was one 
spot which it was hoped would be spared until the dissolution 
of the earth — the grave yard — so well was it guarded. It was 
a small square lot, around which cedar trees were planted so 
thick that their bodies reached within one or two feet of each 
other. A better enclosure, and one more likely to endure, can 
not well be imagined. I visited the place some years since for 
the first time [1857 or earlier] and was sorry to find that the 
last owner of it had cut down every tree and converted them 
into stakes and firewood. The stumps, however, were per- 
fectly apparent. The grave yard was thickly covered with 
grass, leaves, briers, and shrubs — so much so that no memorial 
of the dead was found at first. Later the corner of one slab 
was all we could see or feel." But all this did not preserve it. 
Later at Bishop Meade's request a friend went there to inspect 
and report the condition of the place. "He found not a stump 
or shrub remaining, but only a number of small fragments of 
tombstones about the spot, which was in the midst of a culti- 
vated field, itself plowed and cultivated." No fragment with 
the name could be found. And he adds: "Perhaps no tomb- 
stone with that name was ever there, although some of the 
family must have been buried there." This seems rather a 
remarkable statement. 

Coming back to David 2 Meade, it is interesting to observe 
in Old Churches that "in 1748 the order for a new church 
at Suffolk was renewed" (in the vestry) — that it was to be a 
handsome brick church, and David 2 Meade and Lemuel Rid- 
dick allowed to put up at their own expense galleries for their 
families. 

We also notice that in 1766 Rev. Mr. Lunan, the minister, 
was presented by the Vestry to Commissary Robinson (for 
some misconduct), and in the following year David Meade 
and Thomas Gilchrist were ordered to prosecute the case. 
But the date shows that this was David 8 , the younger. 

David 2 Meade died in 1757 in his 47th year, which shows 
that his birth occurred about 1710. 

David 2 and Susannah (Everard) Meade had five sons 
and two daughters ; 
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i. David*, b. 1744, d. 1838, m. Sarah Waters in 1768; 

2. Richard* Kidder, aide de camp to Genl. Washington ; m. 
1st Jane Randolph, of Curies, 2nd Mrs. Randolph, widow of 
Wm. Randolph, of Chatsworth, formerly Mary Grymes; 

3. Everard*, our ancestor, aide de camp to Genl. Lincoln ; 
m. 1st Mary Thornton, 2nd Mrs. Mary Ward, widow, nee 
Eggleston ; 

4. Andrew*, m. Susanna Stith, of Brunswick Co.; 

5. John*, who died in his youth ; 

6. Anne*, m. Richard Randolph, of Curies ; 

7. Mary*, m. Coin. Walker, and went to Kentucky. 

As we shall see, the three oldest sons were educated in 
England, at Harrow school, of which the head master at that 
time was Dr. Thackeray, Arch Deacon of Surry, Chaplain to 
the Prince of Wales, and grandfather of the great novelist of 
that name. A current story is that the persons and characters 
of the three brothers furnished to Wm. M. Thackeray the 
suggestion of his novel, The Virginians. 

We find a brief autobiography of David* Meade in the 
Chaumiere Papers, of which we may quote at least some items. 

"He was born on July 29th, 1744, old style, and his parents 
determined, as he was a delicate child, to send him to England 
to be educated, with the hope that his health would be im- 
proved. Soon after he had passed his seventh year he em- 
barked in Hampton Roads, under the protection of Mr. John 
Watson, a particular friend of his father, on board a new 
schooner, Capt. Bowman. * * * The passage was favor- 
able until the last night the passengers remained on board, 
when at twelve o'clock, the night being dark and the wind 
blowing fresh, the schooner struck upon the Goodwin Sands 
in the channel, and continued to strike with such increased 
violence that it was expected by all on board that she would 
every minute go to pieces. * * * The passengers were 
taken on shore at Deal by boats from that place." Soon after 
landing "he was seized with a violent fever," of which his 
parents did not know until after he had recovered. He was 
sent first to a country boarding school and later to Harrow, 
where he was "under the care of Rev. Dr. Thackeray, Arch- 
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deacon of Surry, and Chaplain to the Prince of Wales, head 
master of Harrow school." About five years later his next 
brother, Richard Kidder Meade, arrived at London from Vir- 
ginia, and joined him at Graham's, a private school, at Dalf- 
ton, in Hackney parish, to which he had been transferred. 
Later they were removed to Fuller's academy in London, and 
in 1761 David left England and arrived in Virginia in June. 
He found his two sisters married, Mary to George Walker, 
and Anne to Richard Randolph. And he left behind him at 
Dalfton school two brothers, Richard Kidder and Everard. 
This is the first mention of Everard, and we are not told when 
he went over. 

Passing over a long description of the interval, we find 
that on May 12th, 1768, he married Sarah Waters, of Wil- 
liamsburg, Va., and in 1769 he was elected a member of the 
House of Burgesses from Nansemond Co. Meanwhile, his 
father dying in 1757, he had inherited the paternal estate near 
Suffolk, Nansemond Co., and was living there. In 1774 he 
purchased 600 A. of land in Prince George Co., Va., includ- 
ing Maycocks, opposite Westover, and removed thither from 
Suffolk, having "sold to his brother Andrew his patrimonial 
seat with about 2,000 acres of land, on the west of the creek, 
and all the rest of the tract on the east side of the town of 
Suffolk (about the same number of acres), on which were 
grist and saw mills." Thus we see that the estate of Andrew 1 
Meade contained at least 4,000 acres. 

It is then stated that "of his four brothers, Everard, third 
from himself, married Mary Thornton before he had com- 
pleted his eighteenth year, Richard Kidder married Elizabeth 
Randolph, and Andrew at about twenty married Susanna 
Stith. John died at seventeen, about the year 1771." 

Bishop Meade tells us that in 1774 David 8 Meade, on his 
removal to Maycocks retired from the vestry in Nansemond 
after a service of twenty-seven years, and Andrew 8 Meade, 
his brother, was chosen in his room. Hence Andrew must 
have removed to Brunswick after that time. 

David 8 settled at Maycocks, and is said to have been a 
successful agriculturist, improving and beautifying the place 
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very much. (See Tyler's Cradle of the Republic, page 212). 
He lived there many years and was famous for his hospitality. 
Another description of the place may be found in the Massa- 
chusetts Historical Society Collections, Vol. Ill, page 90. 
Here he resided until the summer of 1796, when he "removed 
to what is now the State of Kentucky, and on July 4th landed 
from a boat at Limestown, now Maysville, and permanently 
settled on a small tract of land previously purchased by his 
eldest son, David 4 , at the head of Jessamine Creek, a lateral 
branch of the Kentucky River, Fayette (now Jessamine) 
county, being a portion of the former taken from it in 1797." 
Here he built and established his place "Chaumiere du 
Prairie," celebrated in the history of Kentucky, as the finest, 
handsomest, and most elegant home and private residence in 
the West. He has very little to say of it, himself, but else- 
where we find that it was so prominent that it was located and 
named on the early maps of Kentucky. It was located nine 
miles from Lexington, and here he lived for more than thirty 
years, with his large family of children. 

David 8 Meade was thirty years old in 1774, when he estab- 
lished his home at.Maycocks (or Maycox), and fifty-two 
years old in 1796, when he settled "Chaumiere." And as he 
had spent large sums of money in developing and beautifying 
Maycocks, so he did at "Chaumiere," except that the expendi- 
ture was much greater at "Chaumiere," where he built and 
established a home that was the wonder of the West. Indeed 
the tradition is that he was so extravagant and profuse in his 
expenditures on these places, that they substantially exhausted 
his large patrimony, as his methods of administration were 
not financially profitable, and did not tend to the later com- 
fort and welfare of his family. 

In "More Colonial Homesteads," by Marion Harland, 1899, 
page 65 and f., will be found an elaborate description of 
"Maycox," with a good deal of family history, taken chiefly 
from "The Travels of John Francis, Marquis de Chastellux, 
in North America," he being one of the forty members of the 
French Academy, and Major General in the French army 
under Count Rochambeau, who in a description of a "dining- 
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day" there gives much other information. "La Chaumiere 
du Prairie" is the principal subject of the article, and 
an elaborate description is given. But the limits of this 
sketch do not permit a summary of this, and we must be con- 
tented to state, that the establishment was very extensive, ex- 
pensive, and elaborate, and that his entertainment there of 
prominent people was a matter, we may say, of national prom- 
inence. "Rev. Meade C. Williams, D. D., of St. Louis, a de- 
scendant, records that Mr. (Colonel) David 8 Meade spent 
three ample inherited fortunes upon the adornment of May- 
cox, and the homestead in Kentucky" (Marion Harland)." 

The Marquis de Chastellux states: "He is so disgusted [at 
Maycox] with a culture wherein it is necessary to make use of 
slaves that he is tempted to sell his possessions in Virginia and 
remove to New England, and it is supposed that this objection 
to slavery in Virginia induced him to remove to Kentucky." 

He was ninety-four years of age, when he died. His oldest 
son David 4 had died earlier, in his thirtieth year, and his death 
was a great blow to his father. Everything was to have been 
left to him — "Chaumiere, paintings, and other works of art, 
the magnificent silver plate, the trained house-servants and 
gardeners." "When his will was opened, it was found that he 
left it with his surviving children, to divide the property as 
they deemed best. The sole proviso was that Chaumiere 
should be kept, as he had made it, for three years." 

Marion Harland goes on to tell us that in a charming letter 
from Mrs. Letcher, a grand-daughter, whose parents were 
Charles Willing Byrd, and his wife Sallie Meade, oldest 
daughter of David 8 Meade, that "none of the family feeling 
able to keep up the place, it was thought best to sell it." And 
everything was sold at auction. "A coarse, vulgar, man 
bought it, and seemed to do all he could to spoil the place. 
He filled the beautiful grounds with horses, cattle, sheep, and 
swine. He felled the trees, cut down the hedges, and com- 
mitted such vandalism, as had never been heard of in this 
country. He pulled down some of the prettiest rooms in the 
house, stored grain in others, and made ruins of all the hand- 
some pleasure-houses, and bridges through the grounds. He 
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only kept the place long enough to destroy it. The next pur- 
chaser in 1850 found Chaumiere but a wreck. All that re- 
mained [of the house] was the octagon drawing room, and 
heaps of stone. Even these have been swept away, and all 
its beauty laid waste." 

The article in More Colonial Homes is well worth looking 
up and perusing. 

We have given this subject a large space, because it is 
interesting family history. We can not follow the family 
farther, but refer to our table for some of the names. j 

Among some notes in the back of Chaumiere Papers by the i 

editor, Henry J. Peet, we find the following: "Tradition says I 

that David 8 , of Chaumiere, died at the age of 94, and his 
wife at the age of 87. This, however, is evidently incorrect. 
David 8 Meade, as he says himself, was born in 1744. He died 
in October, 1830. He was therefore but 86 years old, when 
he died, and his wife was some years his junior, and died a 
year before him, probably at about 80 years of age." 

It is remarkable that David 8 Meade in his family history 
does not state when his younger brother Everard 8 went to 
England, only that when he (David 8 ) left England in 1761, 
he left his two brothers, Richard 8 and Everard 8 there, at 
Dal f ton school. And this seems to be his only mention of 
Everard 8 in England. 

David 8 Meade married Sarah Waters, only child of Coin. 
Wm. Waters, of Williamsburg, Va. 

Coin. Richard 3 Kidder Meade at the age of nineteen mar- 
ried Jane Randolph, of Curies, an aunt of John Randolph of 
Roanoke, who always called him "Uncle Kidder." She lived 
but a few years, and had several children, all of whom died 
before the mother. At the commencement of the Revolution- 
ary War he lived at Coggins Point, in Prince George Co., 
later the residence of Edmund Ruffin. He took great interest 
in the struggle, and it is said (most probably after the deaths 
of his wife and children) he sold his James River estate, re- 
served three thousand dollars for himself, which he placed in 
the hands of a friend, and distributed the rest among his rela- 
tives. Then he offered for military service and was accepted. 
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At least as early as May, 1777, he was an aide de camp to 
General Washington with the rank of colonel, which he re- 
tained during the war. He was distinguished as a soldier, 
and highly esteemed by Washington, who greatly appreciated 
his services. His career at that time is a matter of general 
history, and no one had a more brilliant one. Campbell, the 
historian, tells us, that he and his black horse were well known 
both to the British and American armies. For more details 
of his history and the names of his children reference is made 
to Campbell's History of Virginia, Bishop John's Memoirs of 
Bishop Meade, and Bishop Meade's Old Churches. He was 
the father of Bishop Meade. 

At the close of the war he married the widow of William 
Randolph, of Chatsworth, near Richmond, and they had eight 
children, the fifth being Bishop William Meade. He was the 
ancestor of the Meades of Clarke Co., where he settled after 
the war, it being then a part of Frederick Co. 

From Haywood's pamphlet, p. 10, we get the following 
interesting statement: 

"During the Revolution it was Col. Richd. 8 K. Meade's 
painful duty to superintend the execution of Maj. Andre. In 
recounting that tragic event to Coin. Theodorick Bland, Jr., 
under date of Oct. 3rd, 1780, he wrote : 'Poor Andre, the Brit- 
ish adjutant general, was executed yesterday; nor did it hap- 
pen, my dear sir, (though I would not have saved him for the 
world,) without a tear on my part. You may think this decla- 
ration strange, as he was an enemy, until I tell you that he 
was a rare character. From the time of his capture to his last 
moment his conduct was such as did honor to the human race. 
I mean by these words to express all that can be said favorable 
of a man. The compassion of every man of feeling and senti- 
ment was excited for him beyond our conception. (Bland 
Papers, II, 34)." 

Andrew 8 Meade married Susanna Stith, of Brunswick Co., 
Va., and moved to that county, where he built "Octagon Hall," 
which was destroyed by fire in 1873. He was the ancestor of 
the Brunswick Meades. For this family see Capt. C. T. 
Allen's statement (pamphlet) in our Meade Papers, Vol. II. 
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Before taking up our own branch of the family we think it 
desirable to give at least a brief sketch of Bishop William 4 
Meade, of Virginia, whose prominence and public usefulness 
was such, and for whom there was such general esteem and 
veneration, that his memory is an heritage not only of his 
branch, but of the whole family. 

He was the fifth child of Coin. Richard 8 K. Meade and his 
second wife, formerly the widow of William Randolph, of 
Curies, born Mary Grymes, and was born on November nth, 
1789. At the age of seventeen he enter Princeton College, and 
in 1808 a letter from Dr. Smith, President of that institution, to 
his mother, states: "Your son has just finished his course of 
college studies with great credit to himself. His talents, his 
application, his principles and morals are such as may afford 
a virtuous and affectionate parent the sincerest and purest 
consolation." 

He very soon determined to devote himself to the ministry of 
the Episcopal Church, under some difficulties, especially the 
weakness of his eyes, from which he suffered during his whole 
life. 

There being no theological seminary then, he resumed his 
studies under ministerial supervision, and having followed a 
course of ecclesiastical studies prescribed by the House of 
Bishops in 1804, he received Deacon's orders from Bishop 
Madison on February 24, 181 1, and was ordained priest in 1814. 

He became rector of Millwood parish in 1821, and was 
active for many years in promoting the American Coloniza- 
tion Society. Although chosen assistant to Bishop Moore in 
1829, he served as rector of Christ Church, Norfolk, for sev- 
eral years, being consecrated Bishop of Virginia in 1841. He 
was strongly opposed to the Tractarian movement in Eng- 
land, and published in America, at his own expense, the writ- 
ings of Rev. Wm. Goode, subsequently dean of Ripon. 

He was much stirred up by the low condition of religion in 
Virginia, both in and out of the church, and determined to do 
what he could to reform it. Chiefly through his influence and 
that of Rev. Mr. Wilmer, also of Alexandria, Bishop Moore 
became Bishop of Virginia and did his great work here, being

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consecrated in May, 1814. In 1829 Mr. Meade was elected 
and consecrated Assistant Bishop of Virginia, and upon the 
death of Bishop Moore in 1841, he became Bishop of Virginia, 
and he administered that office until his death in 1862. 

The good influence of his ministrations and life within and 
without the diocese was very great, and the improvement and 
reforms effected are well known. This mere mention is all 
that can be made here, and for a better treatment of the sub- 
ject we refer to the account in the early chapters of Bishop 
Meade's Old Churches, and Bishop Johns' Memoirs of Bishop 
Meade. 

Bishop Meade was a first cousin of Mrs. BaskervilPs grand- 
father, Mr. Benjamin 4 L. Meade, of the Hermitage, Amelia 
Co., Va. 

There is an attractive picture of the House of Bishops as- 
sembled at Richmond, Va., at the General Convention of Octo- 
ber, 1859, about eighteen months before the Confederate War 
began. This picture has been widely copied and is well known, 
and the person of Bishop Meade is easily recognized by those 
familiar with his features. We present a copy of this picture, 
with the figure of Bishop Meade marked X. 

It is hard to exaggerate the great amount of good that has 
resulted from the efforts and influence and prayers of Bishop 
Meade and a few co-workers. He was a man of fixed deter- 
mination and inflexible purpose, and in the providence of God 
he was permitted to attain to some degree of his high purpose.

CHAPTER III 



THE HERMITAGE MEADES 



Now we take up our ancestor, General Everard 8 Meade, 
the third son. He was educated in England with his two 
older brpthers at Harrow, as stated, and they seem to have 
been domesticated in the family of Dr. Thackeray for probably 
five years. They were much attached to the family, and par- 
ticularly to Mrs. Thackeray. Everard is said to have been 
only seven years old when he went over. David said that the 
most affecting event of his whole life was his separation from 
the Thackerays. Mrs. Thackeray is said to have been a "pious, 
charitable, and in every way exemplary lady." 

A picture of Everard 8 Meade, when nine years old, may 
be found in More Colonial Homesteads, page 72, which is a 
copy of a portrait of him by Sir Joshua Reynolds, owned by 
Mr. Everard Meade, of Birmingham, Ala., one of his de- 
scendants through his first wife, Mary Thornton. The por- 
trait of David Meade also was painted in England by Thomas 
Hudson, a copy of which also may be found in More Colonial 
Homesteads, page 70, where the original is said to belong to 
E. P. Williams, Esqr., of New Yprk. We present copies of 
these pictures. The boys were very young. In this book 
David's age is given as eight, and Everard's as nine. This 
may be correct, although David was the oldest, Richard next, 
and Everard youngest, because Everard and. Richard re- 
mained in England several years after David returned [Ever- 
ard returned from England to Virginia in 1764 (Chau. 
Papers).] 

We do not know very much of his personal history. 

During the Revolutionary War he was aide-de-camp to 
Genl. Benjamin Lincoln with the rank of major. From Saf- 
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fell's Records of the Revolutionary War, pp. 271 and 386, we 
find that he was commissioned as captain in the second Vir- 
ginia regiment on March 8th, 1776, and served to May 1st, 
1780, when he was appointed aide-de-camp to Genl. Lincoln 
with the rank of major, wher f e he served to near the end of 
the war. This was his highest rank in the war. In Her- 
man's "Officers of the Continental Army, 1775-1783," we 
find "Everard Meade (Va.) Capt. 2nd Va., 8th March, 1776; 
major and aide-de-camp to Genl. Lincoln, 1778, to the close 
of the war." After the war he was made Brig. General, and 
then Major-General of Militia. In Saffell, p. 504, we find him 
as Major Everard Meade in a list of officers, for whose revo- 
lutionary services Virginia military land grants were issued 
prior to 31st December, 1784. And there is also a record of 
a payment to him after the close of the war of salary due him 
as Major Everard Meade. 

In 1767 he built "The Hermitage" in Amelia Co., Va. An 
iron plate now (1910) in the parlor fireplace records this date. 
Here he lived after the Revolutionary War and entertained 
with great hospitality many distinguished men and women, as 
well as relations and friends. Every part of the house is said 
to be hand-made, with beautiful carvings on the inside. It 
contains twelve rooms, the principal ones finished in wains- 
coting — mahogany grained and panel work — with cornices 
finished in mahogany and gold bronze. It has a reception hall 
sixteen feet wide and sixteen feet high, and porches front and 
back. The house is on a beautifully shaded lawn, and always 
had what was called a rose garden adjoining. 

The family grave yard at The Hermitage contains about 
twenty graves, among them those of Genl. Meade 8 , his wife 
and his son, Hodijah 4 and his wife, lovingly called by many 
of her relatives "Aunt Meade." 

The inscription upon Genl. Everard 8 Meade's tomb is as 
follows : 

"Sacred to the memory of Major General Everard Meade, 
who died Sept., 1802, aged 56 years. 
"He honorably served his country in war and in peace. 
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"He was through life conspicuous for magnanimity, probity, 
generosity, and benevolence. 

"When he departed this world, he left no better spirit here. 

"Erected in Sept., 1834, by Hodijah Baylies, his friend and 
fellow aide-de-camp to Maj. Genl. Lincoln in the war of the 
Revolution, in testimony of his regard and enduring affection." 

His son, Hodijah 4 , was named after his friend Hodijah 
Baylies, who erected the tombstone. The house is said to be 
today (1910) as well preserved as when it was built. It was 
owned by Mr. Wm. Everard Meade's family until about 
twenty years ago. For several years it was owned and occu- 
pied by Mr. Mills Blair, but he has recently (1914) sold it. 
It is about thirty miles from Richmond. There are fine carbon- 
ate of lithia, iron, and salt springs near the house. When Mr. 
Blair bought the place, he pulled down the porch, and used 
the stone steps, as a foundation for his stable. 

Genl. Everard 8 Meade was a member of the Virginia Con- 
vention of 1788. 

December 8th, 1920. Since the above was written, several years 
ago, The Hermitage has been burned to the ground. From a notice of 
it in the Times-Dispatch of Nov. 2nd, 1915, we learn : "The Hermitage, 
famous since Revolutionary days as the homeplace of Major General 
Everard Meade, and the scene of a reputed romance between John 
Randolph of Roanoke and pretty Maria Ward [the grandmother of 
Mrs. John L. Williams, formerly Maria Ward Skelton], was destroyed 
by fire Tuesday afternoon [Oct. 29th, 1915.] The place was sold re- 
cently by N. M. Blair to B. F.. Smith, who has for some time made his 
home in Richmond. The origin of the fire has not been determined, 
the flames appearing first in a portion of the building where no fires- 
had been lighted. 

"The Hermitage was one of the best known of the older Virginia 
mansion houses, and dated from 1767. It has been given a permanent 
place in history. The interior, known for its elaborate wood carvings 
and rare wainscoting, the products of workmanship and materials that 
can not be reproduced. 

"History records that to the home of Major General Meade came 
frequently as a visitor his friend, John Randolph of Roanoke. Here, it 
is said, he met Miss Maria Ward, step-daughter of the general and 
there developed a romance, which did not turn out as a modern story- 
book would have had it turn out. Miss Ward preferred someone else 
to the former statesman, proving that great learning is not always the 
key to the feminine heart." 
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"Both Coin. Richard 8 K. Meade and Genl. Everard 8 
Meade were original members of the Virginia Society of the 
Cincinnati." Haywood's pamphlet, p. 10. 

General Everard 8 Meade at a very early age married 
Mary Thornton, daughter of John Thornton, of North Caro- 
lina, and by this marriage had the following children: 

i. Sallie 4 , m. in 1788 Joseph Eggleston, brother of Anne 
Eggleston, who married Daniel Hardaway, grand parents 
of Mrs. Baskerviirs mother. See Eggleston Table ; 

)verard 4 , ( called Richard in the Plantagenet Roll), m. 
Fannie Boiling. They went to Mississippi, and from them are 
descended the Mississippi Meades; 

3. David 4 , m. Elizabeth Randolph. 

General Everard 8 Meade married secondly, on Febry. 5th, 
1789, Mrs. Mary Ward, widow of Benj. Ward, and daughter 
of Joseph 4 Eggleston, and sister of Anne 5 Eggleston, who 
married Daniel Hardaway, just referred to. See Eggleston 
Table. 

From this marriage he had the following children: 

1. Charles 4 ; 

2. Benjamin 4 L., m. on July 10th, 1819, Jane Elizabeth 
Hardaway, our ancestors, (see Hardaway Table, and William 
and Mary Quarterly, XVI, 271) ; 

3. Susanna 4 ; 

4. Mary 4 ; 

5. Hodijah 4 , m. Jane Rutherfoord. 

Of Charles 4 , Susanna 4 , and Mary 4 we know nothing except 
the names, and suppose they died young. 

Hodijah 4 Meade and his family lived at the Hermitage, 
where he had four children, whose names are given in the 
table, p. 6. Some of his descendants continued to live there 
until a little more than twenty years ago. 

Benjamin 4 L. Meade and his wife, our grand parents, 
lived at their place, called "Castlemont," in Powhatan Co., 
Va., until 1848 or 1850, when they moved to Richmond, and 
continued to live there. He died soon after moving and was 
buried at The Hermitage. She died about 1876, and was 
buried in Hollywood Cemetery. 
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Their children were: 

1. Marianne 5 O., m. Dr. John G. Skelton, his second 
wife, Mrs. Baskervill/s parents. See Skelton Family; 

2. Richard 6 Hardaway Meade, m. Catherine Fontaine. 
They lived in Richmond and their children are still here ; 

3. Elizabeth 5 Jane, lived with Richard, and died unmar- 
ried; 

4. Charlotte 8 Randolph, m. Genl. Jas. H. Lane, and moved 
to Auburn, Ala.; 

5. Everard 6 Benjamin, m. Lucy Gilmer. He and his fam- 
ily lived in Richmond ; 

6. Hodijah 6 , m. Mary Hardaway. He was a lawyer and 
lived in Amelia Co. 

Briefly in general reference to the family we will add that 
the families have generally been large, and the numbers great 
and widely scattered. 

Through the marriage of Anne 8 Meade to Richard Ran- 
dolph, of Curies, there are a host of Randolph relations, highly 
respectable people and some of them conspicuous. 

David 8 Meade and his family were conspicuous in Ken- 
tucky, and from them have come the "Kentucky Meades," cul- 
tivated, intellectual people. 

Coin. Richard 8 Kidder Meade established his family in 
Clarke Co., then Frederick Co., Va., where they have con- 
tinued, at least some of them. The most distinguished mem- 
ber of this branch was Bishop William Meade, of the Epis- 
copal Diocese of Virginia, whom we have previously men- 
tioned. The family still continue in Clarke Co. and Fauquier. 

Andrew 8 Meade, and his wife, Susanna B. Stith, lived in 
Brunswick Co., of which she was a native, and established the 
family of Brunswick Meades, who are numerous and of high 
standing. The Petersburg Meades are a branch of this 
family. 

Then coming down one generation we find that Everard 4 
Meade, oldest son of General Everard 8 Meade, and his wife, 
Fannie Boiling, went to Mississippi, and established the 
"Mississippi Meades," several of whom have been pleasantly 
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known to our branch of the family. One of these is Rev. 
Joseph L. Meade, of the Episcopal Church, who on his way 
to China as a missionary in 1909 spent some weeks in Eng- 
land, part of the time on a visit to Langleys in Essex, the old 
Everard family seat, of which he wrote an interesting letter to 
Mrs. Baskervill, mentioned in our Everard sketch. 

In The Clarence Volume of The Plantagenet Roll of the 
Blood Royall, by the Marquis of Ruvigny and Raneval, Lon- 
don, T. C. and E. C. Jack, 1905, are nominally included all the 
descendants of Susanna Everard and David 2 Meade. But some 
of them are omitted, doubtless from want of information, 
where no clues were known, or letters were not answered. For 
instance the descendants of Richard 4 Everard Meade are not 
mentioned. 

Also we have a Meade family tree, containing the names, 
which were available, but not all of them. This is referred to 
later and given in our general table. 

It is well to mention that there is another large family of 
Meads in this country, who settled first in Pennsylvania, but 
a branch of them has been established in Virginia since 1746. 
A brief history of this family may be found in the William 
and Mary Quarterly, X, 191. They have almost invariably 
spelled the name without the final e, but a few individuals 
have used it. The claim has been made by at least one mem- 
ber of it that the families are the same, and that they also "are 
descended from the Earls of Clanwilliam." The last state- 
ment can be made only from ignorance, and the first can not 
be true, unless some one or more of the Irish Meades went 
to England before 1600, long before Andrew 1 Meade was 
born. 

The following is a summary of the sketch mentioned above, 
called "Some of the Meads," by G. C. Callahan, of Phila- 
delphia : 

Rev. Richard 1 Meade lived at Mursley, Buckinghamshire, 
England. His son, Rev. Matthew 2 Meade, of Stepney, born 
1629, died 1699, had fifteen children, Nathaniel 8 , Richard 8 , 
William 8 , and others. William 8 married and had issue, John 4 , 
William 4 , Robert 4 , Samuel 4 , Pleasant 4 , Sarah 4 , and others, who 
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came to America about , and settled in Bucks Co., Pa., 

(just across the Delaware River from Trenton, N. J.) John 4 
married and had two sons. He and his brothers, William 4 and 
Samuel 4 , moved about 1746 to Loudoun Co., Va., then a part 
of Fairfax Co. John 4 and his family moved to Bedford Co., 
Va., where he died in 1754, and his son, William 5 , adminis- 
tered on his estate. His brother William 4 also went to Fair- 
fax Co., and then to Bedford Co., and after seven years re- 
turned to Loudoun Co., and died there, and was buried in the 
Friends' burying ground near Leesburg, Va. He left issue, 
and there are numerous descendants in Loudoun and other 
counties in Virginia and elsewhere. The sketch names many 
other members of this family in Loudoun, Bedford, Charles 
City, and possible other counties. 

This statement is made to show that they are not connected 
in any way with our Andrew 1 Meade, who came from Cork, 
unless there was a family connection before 1600. 

General George Gordon Mead, 1815-72, of the Federal 
army in the Confederate War, was doubtless of this family. 
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CHAPTER IV

The following table, as stated in the caption, is made from 
Miss Annie Skelton's tree with the addition of many members 
of the Clarke Co., Va., branch from a list sent by Mr. D. Ran- 
dolph Meade, and some other additions made by us, as we hap- 
pen to know of them.

Our plan is, as each name is recorded, to enumerate all the 
descendants of that person in order, before passing to another 
of the same generation.

The small numbers to the right 
of each given name indicate the generation.

CHAPTER VI 

EVERARDS OF LANGLEYS 



David 2 Meade, of Nansemond Co., Va., in 173 1 married 

Susanna 15 Everard, daughter of Sir Richard 14 Everard, 
4th Baronet, Governor of North Carolina. 

The Everard family is of very old and honorable record, 
and their seat for many generations was "Langleys", at Much 
Waltham or Waltham Magna, near Chelmsford, co. Essex, 
England. They trace back their descent in direct male line 
to the time of Henry III (1216-1272), and through a lateral 
line to George, Duke of Clarence, back to two sons of Ed- 
ward III, of England, and through him to long lines of 
princes and kings. This will be more fully treated later. We 
take up first the direct male line. 

The following lineage is from Burke's Extinct and Dormant 
Baronetcies, the Baronetcy having been created on 20th Jany., 
1628-9, and becoming extinct in 1745. 

Lineage 

1. Ralph Everard, living in the reign of Henry III (1216- 
1272) and of Edward I (1272- 1307), was father of 

2. Walter Everard, living temp. Edward II (1307-1327) 
and Edward III (1327-1377), who left a son 

3. William Everard, of Marsbury, in Essex, living in 
time of Edwards II and III, whose 

4. Son and heir was living there in the reigns of Richard 
II (1377-1399), and Henry IV (1399-1413). He (the son) 
had two sons, both baptized "J°mi"> of whom 

5. John Everard, the elder, was of Newarks in Good 
Estre and Marchburg. He left two daughters, Elizabeth and 
Joan, and a son and heir 
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6. Thomas Everard, of Waltham Magna, who married 
Joan, the daughter and co-heir of John Cornish, of Lang- 
leys, in Much Waltham, county of Essex, and thus became sole 
owner of Langleys, see page 83. He had six sons and three 
daughters. From Morant's Essex we find that the six sons 
were (1) John 7 , o. s. p.; (2) Thomas 7 , m. ; (3) Wil- 
liam 7 ; (4) Richard 7 (see later); (5) John 7 , o. s. p.; (6) 
Edward 7 . Mbrant gives their families and also states that 
Richard 7 Everard, the successor to his father, possessed Lang- 
leys, Capons, Whites, Dudborrow, Wardfield, Christianacre, 
Woodfield, the Herste, Hidemeade, Weights, and many other 
lands. Coming back to Burke's statement we find that Thomas* 
Everard was succeeded by his 4th son 

7. Richard Everard, Esqr., of the manor of Langleys, in 
Much Waltham. He married 1st Elizabeth, daughter of 
Richard Stephens, Gent., and had with three daughters an 
only son [8] Richard. He married 2nd Agnes Upsher, relict 
of Thomas Wood, and by her he had another daughter. He 
possessed the manor of Langleys, the manor of Havering in 
Felsted, and several lands and tenements in Little Raine, Little 
Dunmore, Good Estre, and High Estre, with lands and tene- 
ments in Great Waltham. These places may be fouftd on a 
map in Coller's The Peoples History of Essex, in our library. 
He died 29th December, 1561, and was succeeded by his grand- 
son (son of Richard 8 and Mary (Wood) Everard), on whom 
and his heirs by will dated 19th Dec, 1561, he settled the 
manors of Langleys and Havering. 

9. Richard Everard, Esqr., of Langleys, son of Richard 8 
Everard, by Mary Wood, his wife, daughter of Thomas Wood, 
of Raine Parva. This gentleman married Clementina, daugh- 
ter of John Wiseman, Esqr., of Great Canfield, and had issue : 

(1) Anthony Everard (Sir), his heir; 

(2) Matthew Everard, died without issue; 

10. (3) Hugh, heir to Much Waltham at the decease of his 
eldest brother; 

(4) John, of Great Badon; 

(5) Mary, m. to Jno. Wiseman, Esqr. 
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This Richard 9 and his wife lived together fifty-three years 
(she died in Sept., 1611, and he on 25th July, 1617), and lie 
buried in Waltham Church. He was succeeded by his eldest 
son Sir Anthony Everard, who received the honor of knight- 
hood 23rd July, 1603, before the coronation of James I. He 
married 1st Anne, daughter of Sir Thomas Bernadiston, 
Knight of Ketton, in Suffolk, by whom he left an only daugh- 
ter and heir, Anne Everard, who married Sir Wm. Maynard, 
baronet, of Little Easton, afterwards created Lord Maynard 
(see Burke's Peerage and Baronetage), and carried lands in 
Foxheath and several other parishes, with the lordship of 
Landon, out of the family. Sir Anthony Everard married 2nd 
Anne, daughter of Sir Anthony Felton, K. B., of Playford, in 
Suffolk, but had no children. He died in 1614, was buried at 
Waltham, and was succeeded by his brother 

10. Hugh Everard, Esqr., of Much Waltham, who was 
Sheriff of Essex, in 1626. He married Mary, daughter of 
Thomas Brand, otherwise Bond, gent., and dying in 1637 (his 
wife died the same year, and both were buried in Waltham 
Church) was succeeded by his only son 

11. Richard Everard, Esqr., who was created a baronet 
by King Charles I on 29th January, 1628-9. Sir Richard 
married 1st Joan, daughter of Sir Francis Barrington, 
Baronet, (see Barrington Family, page 99), and had issue: 

(1) Richard, his heir; 

(2) Barrington; 

(3) Robert, died without issue; 

(4) Hugh, fellow of Emmanual College, Cambridge; 
and three daughters, one of whom 

(5) Winifred married Sir Wm. Luckyn, Baronet, of Little 
Waltham Hall ; and the other two were 

(6) Joan and 

(7) Frances, one of whom married Jno. Cutts, Esqr., of 
Arkden. 

He married secondly Frances, daughter of Sir Robert 
Lee, of Billesley, in the county of Warwick, relict of Sir 
Gervase Elives, Knt., of Woodford, in Essex, but had no 
issue. He was succeeded at his decease by his eldest son 
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12. Sir Richard Everard, 2nd Baronet, who was Sheriff 
of Essex in the 20th (year) of Charles I. He married 1st 
Elizabeth, daughter of Sir Henry Gibbs, of Falkland, in 
Scotland, Knight of the Bedchamber to King James I, and 
had issue: 

( 1 ) Richard, died unmarried ; 

(2) Hugh, his heir; 

(3) Jane, died young. 

Sir Richard 12 , married 2nd Jane, daughter of Sir John 
Finnet, master of ceremonies to James I and Charles I. He 
died in August, 1694, aged 70 years, and was succeeded by 
his son 

13. Sir Hugh 18 Everard, 3rd Baronet, a military man, 
who in his early life had distinguished himself in Flanders. He 
married Mary, daughter of John Brown, M. D., of Salisbury, 
and had issue: 

(1) Richard, his successor; 

(2) Hugh, drowned in the great storm of 1703. He was a 
lieutenant of the Restoration ; 

(3) Morton, killed on board the Hampshire, commanded by 
Lord Maynard; 

(4) Elizabeth, married to Rev. Mr. O'Burne, vicar of Thax- 
ted, in Essex ; 

(5) Frances, died unmarried. 

Sir Hugh 18 was Receiver General of the land tax, and 
Justice of Peace for the county of Essex. He died in Janu- 
ary, 1705-6, aged 51, was buried at Waltham, and was suc- 
ceeded by his son 

14. Sir Richard 14 Everard, 4th Baronet, who married 
Susanna, daughter and co-heir of Dr. Richard Kidder, 
D. D., Bishop of Bath and Wells, (his lordship [with his 
wife] was killed at his palace in Wells by the great storm in 
November, 1703), and had issue: 

(1) Richard, his heir; 

(2) Hugh, heir to his brother; 

!S- (3) Susanna, m. in Virginia (1731) David 2 Meade; 
(4) Anne, m. George Lathbury (Betham's Baronetage 

I, 369)- 
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Sir Richard 14 , 4th Baronet, was governor of North Caro- 
lina under the Lords Proprietors, and after his return to Eng- 
land died at his house, in Red Lion St., Holbourn, London, on 
17th Febry., 1732. His widow died Sept. 12, 1739. He was suc- 
ceeded by his eldest son Sir Richard 15 Everard, 5th Baronet, 
who died unmarried on 7th March, 1741, and was succeeded 
by his brother Sir Hugh Everard, 6th Baronet, who went to 
Georgia and married there. But dying without children in 
1745, the baronetcy became extinct, and the family heritage 
passed to the (surviving) sister (Susanna). This is from 
Burke's Extinct Baronetcies. 

To avoid confusing the similar surnames, it may be well 
to mention here that there was also a family of Everards, 
seated at Ballybay, co. Tipperary, Ireland, which included a 
line of baronets, whose title was created in 1622, and finally 
became extinct. Several of these also bore the name of 
Richard, but no relationship seems traceable between them 
and the Everards of Much Waltham, co. Essex. 

The name Everard is found very much earlier than the be- 
ginning of our lineage from Burke's Extinct and Dormant 
Baronetcies. We find several mentions of it in Orderic Vi- 
talis' Historiae Ecclesiae. 

In Vol. II, p. 195, it is stated that Count Roger de Mont- 
gomery, one of the most prominent of the Norman nobility, 
and a friend of William the Conqueror, "married Adeliza, 
daughter of Everard du Pinset, one of the highest of the 
French nobility." This wife died after the birth of five sons 
and four daughters, and Count Roger married a second wife, 
"by whom he had only one son, whose name is Everard and 
who, being brought up to learning, became attached to the 
courts of William and Henry, kings of England, as one of the 
royal chaplains." This carries us back many years before the 
Norman conquest of England. 

Again in Vol. II, p. 264, we find a reference to Everard, a 
priest of the Church of Speen, near Newbury, Berkshire. This 
was soon after the conquest. 

Again in Vol. Ill, p. 78, we are told that "Everard du 
Poiset, among other earls and men of rank [of France], joined 
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Stephen, Count de Blois, son in law of William [the Con- 
queror], king of England, for the love of Christ in the expe- 
dition" [of the first Crusade, which followed Peter the Her- 
mit in 1096]. 

Please observe that Orderic Vitalis was a contemporary, 
born in 1075 an( * died in 1143. 

The following is from Chaumiere Papers : "My grandfather, 
Sir Richard 14 Everard, when a young man, was a captain 
in Queen Anne's army, and it is probable, was with Sir George 
Rooke, when he took Gibraltar, [1704], as he remained in 
garrison eighteen months, being so long against his inclina- 
tions, stayed there by his sense of honor altogether, he having 
recently married a young wife. And he resigned his com- 
mission immediately on his return to England." The young 
wife was Susanna Kidder. 

Wright in his history of Essex says that Governor Everard 
sold the family ancestral estate to discharge debts with 
which it was encumbered, and afterwards purchased a smaller 
one at Broomfield. Having been appointed by the Lords Pro- 
prietors governor of North Carolina to succeed Governor 
George Burrington, he set out for America, and on 17th June, 
1725, was sworn in before the Provincial Council at Edenton, 
as governor, captain general, admiral, and commander in chief 
of the colony. {Col Records of N. C, II, 556, 559). 

In North Carolina, by Chas. L. Rapier, 1904, p. 38, we find : 
"George Burrington, Esqr., was the first royal governor of 
North Carolina. * * * He was appointed and received his 
commission and instructions in 1730 (Colonial Records of 
North Carolina, III, 65, 66, 74, 86, 87, 118, 119), but did 
not begin to discharge his duties until February 25, 1731 
(Ibid. Ill, 211). Sir Richard 14 Everard, who was the last 
governor under the proprietors, was retained by the crown, 
as acting chief executive until Burrington arrived (Ibid. II, 
566, 2-74, passim)". This shows conclusively that Sir Rich- 
ard Everard did not leave North Carolina until after this date. 

We can not go into a history of his administration in North 
Carolina, but refer to histories of N. C, and to a pamphlet 
from the publications of The Southern History Association, by

Marshall De Lancy Haywood, a copy of which we have on 
file. 

"The only apparent event of importance which marked his 
administration was the settlement of the long disputed boun- 
dary question with Virginia by commissioners appointed by the 
two colonies for that purpose." * * * 

"The younger Sir Richard, 5th baronet, was an attorney at 
law in North Carolina, and remained there after inheriting his 
father's title. He was a representative in the Provincial As- 
sembly from Beaufort Co. in 1739, and from Bladen in 1740. 
(Colonial Records, IV, 346, 493). Sir Hugh, 6th baronet, suc- 
ceeded his brother, and resided for some time in Georgia, 
where he married, but left no issue." 

It is interesting to note that in the N. C. Colonial and State 
Records, 4, 224, in the N. C. Legislative Journal it is stated 
that there was "read the petition of Sir Richard 16 Everard, 
Bart., in behalf of Dame Susanna Everard, executrix of Sir 
Richard 14 Everard, deed., setting forth that the Tuskarrora In- 
dians are indebted to the said Susanna £203 in Drest Deer 
Skins, and praying that they may be compelled to discharge the 
same. Referred to the Indian Commissioners, October 13, 
1736." Dame Susanna Everard was Susanna Kidder, and Sir 
Richard 15 Everard was her son. 

In the Library of Congress, Washington, D. C, may be 
found a copy of The History of the County of Essex, by Philip 
Morant, 1768, a large and comprehensive work and evidently 
a high authority. Under the title "Langleys" an interesting 
brief history of the Everard family is given, almost identical 
with that in Burke's Extinct and Dormant Baronetcies, re- 
corded on pages 236 and f., so nearly so as to indicate that 
Burke has taken his account from Morant. There is some 
little variation, such as naturally occurs, when one person 
writes in his own language a description of events from the 
statement of another. 

As stated, Morant tells us that Langleys was acquired by the 
Everards when Thomas 6 Everard married Joan (or Mary), 
daughter and heiress of John Cornish on January 7th, 1515. 
"The Everard family becoming thus possessed of the whole 
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Maner (sic) seated themselves there and many years made a 
considerable figure (sic)." 

Morant states : "Langleys, the mansion house, stands about a 
quarter of a mile from the church, and is most pleasantly situ- 
ated on an eminence, having the river Chelmer on the north 
and a brook on the south. * * * It took the name of 'Marshall' 
from an ancient family that flourished there from the reign 
of King John to that of Edward III. * * * Then it came to 
a family named Langley, from whom it took the name that it 
retains to this day. In 9 Henry IV (1421) John Langley 
did homage for lands he held in this parish of Walthambury." 

"Rev. Richard Kidder, M. A., Rector of Rayne, admitted 
October 9th, 1664, and continued until December 23rd, 1674," 
is mentioned as an "eminent" rector. 

He also says, that it was Sir Hugh 18 Everard, the father 
of Sir Richard 14 , who encumbered Langleys with debt. 
Sir Richard 14 inherited it in this condition, and sold it, and 
bought a small estate in Broomfield parish, where his second 
daughter, Anne, and her husband, George Lathbury, lived for 
some time. Samuel Tufnell, Esqr., who bought Langleys, was 
very rich. He pulled down the greater part of the old house, 
built a good new one, made a park around it, with other im- 
provements. 

Sir Richard 14 Everard was displaced as Governor of 
North Carolina, when the Crown purchased it. His son, 
Sir Hugh, came to an empty title with a very small pit- 
tance of estate, and went to Georgia. Of the two daughters, 
Susanna 15 married in Virginia to Mr. David 2 Meade, a con- 
siderable merchant there, And Anne married George Lath- 
bury and they lived sometime at Broomfield. She must have 
died before the death of her brother Hugh in 1745, as the 
property is said then to have passed to Susanna. 

From Coller's The People's History of Essex, 1861, in the 
writer's library, we learn much of the Everards in Essex. 
They lived there long before they acquired Langleys. Wil- 
liam 8 Everard, third in the lineage from Burke's Extinct and 
Dormant Baronetcies, is said to have been of Marchburg or 
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Marsburg, Essex, evidently the same as the parish of Mash- 
bury, "which runs up to within five miles of Chelmsford." His 
grandson, John 5 Everard, fifth in our lineage, is said to have 
been "of Newarks in Good Estre (or Easter), and Marchburg 
(or Mashbury) ;" (see pages 282 and 283). These places may 
be found on the map of Essex in this book, all in the neigh- 
borhood of Great Waltham and Chelmsford. The next, 
Thomas 6 Everard, is said to have been of Great Waltham, 
doubtless one of the smaller manors of that parish. He mar- 
ried the daughter and heiress of John Cornish, of Langleys 
in Great Waltham, and at her father's death this fine estate 
passed to the Everards, after 15 15. This was in the reign of 
Henry VIII (1509-1547). It remained in the possession of 
the Everards about two hundred years, until soon after 1705, 
when it was sold to Samuel Tufnell, Esqr., by Sir Richard 14 
Everard (page 250), some years before he came to America 
and became Governor of North Carolina. 

Great Waltham and Little Waltham constitute a parish in 
Chelmsford Hundred, Essex, including the town of Chelms- 
ford, now on the Great Eastern R. R., thirty miles N. E. of 
London. Great Waltham was in 1861 divided into seven 
manors, of which Langleys is the chief, with "a large and ele- 
gant mansion, surrounded by a noble park." 

We also find from The People's History of Essex that : "The 
church at Great Waltham is an ancient structure in the Nor- 
man style of the twelfth century, with some antique frescoes 
upon its walls, which the hand of the modern discoverer has 
brought to light from the plaster and whitewash, beneath 
which they lay barbarously hidden. Part of the rood loft, and 
the stoup in the porch still remain, but some of the windows 
and other parts of the building are of more modern date. The 
interior, which was restored and beautified about 1849, con " 
tains a number of fine and interesting monuments. * * * On 
the north side, with a marble arch fourteen feet high, is a 
costly monument to Sir Anthony 10 Everard, the owner of 
Langleys, who was knighted in 1603, an( ^ HIS lady. The effi- 
gies are in recumbent posture with a skull and hour glass be- 
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hind them. An inscription in Latin tells that this splendid 
memorial was erected to Lady Ann Everard, daughter of Sir 
Thomas Barnardiston, Knt., descended from the ancient fam- 
ily of the Barnardistons of Kedington, in the county of Suf- 
folk. The date of the monument is 1609, and a tablet on the 
left records that it was erected by, her lord, who died three 
years after. 

On the wall in the South aisle is a memorial of the deeds 
anl death of a scion of the same noble family, Hugh Everard, 
a younger son of Sir Hugh, who perished in the great storm 
of November 27th, 1703, in a ship, which stranded in the Good- 
win Sands. 

An interesting description of the neighbourhood may be 
found in this book. 

We also get from it some interesting information of Bishop 
Kidder, whose daughter, Susanna, married Sir Richard 14 
Everard, and was an ancestress, which will be related later. 

The statement in the Chaumiere Papers and the impression 
among some of the family that Langleys, so long the family 
seat of the Everards, in Essex, was at one time a royal resi- 
dence, is an error. This is true of a manor of this name in 
Cheshire, called "Langley", without the s, but not of "Lang- 
leys" in Essex. In Camden's Brittania, (1551), Vol. II, p. 64, 
we find in the description of Cheshire, "More to the South is 
King's Langley, formerly a royal mansion, where was born 
and from whence was named Edmund de Langley, son of 
Edward III, and Duke of York." 

The Everard Coat of Arms 

In the Chaumiere Papers the Everard arms are described as 
follows : 

Arms ; Argent, a Fess wavy, between Estoiles, Gules ; 

Crest ; on a wreath, a bust of a man in profile, habited in a 
long cap, cheeky ; 

Or Crest ; on a torse, argent or gules, a man's head, couped 
at the shoulders, argent, and cuppe, bendy, wavy, of six, argent 
and sable. (See page 63.)

About Oct. 1st, 1909, Mrs. Baskervill saw a notice in The 
Southern Churchman that Rev. Joseph L. Meade, of Alabama, 
(one of the Mississippi Meades), of the Episcopal Church, 
had gone to China as a missionary, and on the way had spent 
some weeks in England, and that while there "He held service 
in St. Mary's Church, Great Waltham, near London, which 
was built by one of his ancestors in 1604. He was entertained 
afterwards at Langley Hall nearby, where his family, the 
Everards, formerly lived/' Finding that his address in China 
was "American Church Mission, Wusih, Kiang-Su, China," 
she wrote to him asking an account of his visit to Great Wal- 
tham. The place is also called "Waltham Magna" and "Much 
Waltham." He replied cordially and gave an account of a 
very interesting visit to Langleys, and we have his letter filed 
in our "Skelton and Meade Papers," Vol. I. The letter was 
written from the above address on November 3rd, 1909. 

He relates that he wrote from London to the Vicar of Great 
Waltham Parish, asking if he could come to see the church and 
the old mansion, and in reply, the Vicar and his wife called 
on him at his hotel in London, and not only invited him to 
the church and to preach there, but also delivered an invitation 
from the owner of Langleys to spend a week there as a guest. 
These invitations he accepted. He went to Chelmsford by 
rail, thirty miles, and thence by stage, sixteen miles, to Great 
Waltham. He stated that Great Waltham is a beautiful little 
village, and very English in every way. The deer park was 
very beautiful, and it is still filled with deer, but they are not 
hunted. 

"Langleys is nothing less than a palace. It is perfectly 
beautiful and so well kept. Coin, and Mrs. Tufnell, who have 
inherited and own the place, are very well off, and spend a 
good deal of money on the grounds. 

"Sir Richard 14 Everard sold the place (see page 84), for 
£300 or $1500, [money was worth about five times as much 
then as now — P. H. B.], and it is now worth $200,000, includ- 
ing the grounds. I saw the deed and letters of sale — they are 
at Langleys. Coin, and Mrs. Tufnell were untiring in their 
efforts to make my stay a pleasant one. 
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"The Tufnell coat of arms was placed where the Everards' 
once was. 

"In the church everything was Everard, as the Tufnells do 
not bury there. The chancel was filled with graves of the 
family, and down each aisle are slabs and monuments of the 
Everards. It was quite a privilege to hold service in the 
church. * * * 

"The drawing room at Langley extends upward through 
two heights of ceiling. The banquet hall is beautifully carved, 
and the room, which was at one time a chapel, is something 
marvellous. 

"The Tufnells have invited me to visit them again, and I 
certainly intend doing so, though it is rather expensive visiting 
in English country homes." 

Mr. Meade enclosed a photograph of himself studying Chi- 
nese with his tutor, and also two or three postal card pictures 
of Langleys and the vicinity. 'We opened correspondence 
with the photographer in Chelmsford, and obtained a number 
of photographs, small and large, of Langleys and Great Wal- 
tham, and some of the large ones have been framed and hung 
up in our house. Some of these will be found in our book. 

Mr. Meade's health became very bad in China and he had 
to return to this country in February, 191 1. He is now an 
Archdeacon in the Episcopal Church at Flagstaff, Arizona 

(I9I3).

CHAPTER VII 

BISHOP RICHARD KIDDER 

A. ML, D. D. f OF BATH AND WELLS 



From (Toiler's The People's History of Essex, we learn that 
in 1664, twenty-seven years before he was made Bishop of 
Bath and Wells in 1691, Dr. Kidder was made Rector of Rain, 
or Rayne Parish, in Hinckford Hundred, Essex, about six 
miles a little west of north from Great Waltham, as may be 
seen on the map in this book (Hist, of Essex). This close 
proximity accounts for the acquaintance between young 
Richard 14 Everard and Dr. Kidder's daughter, Susanna, 
which later developed into their marriage. Rayne Par- 
ish contains 1676 acres of land and 388 people (1861). Rav- 
ages of "the plague" occurred here in 1571, 1640 and 1665, the 
last after Dr. Kidder's incumbency, when "it raged for a full 
year, carrying off 665 persons (in this and adjacent parishes), 
full one-third of the population." And it is added : 

"Misery hovered o'er the doomed, 
Oft shaking from her dark and drooping wing 
The poisoned dews of death." 

Some description of the conditions during the prevalence 
of this "plague" is given, including extracts from the "Life of 
Dr. Kidder/' evidently an autobiography written before he was 
a bishop. The writer's efforts to find a copy of this book in 
England have been unsuccessful. 

The following is an abridgement of a sketch of Bishop 
Kidder by Rev. Meade C. Williams, of St. Louis, Mo., a de- 
scendant, written in January, 1899. A complete copy made by 
Mrs. Baskervill, is on file in our "Skelton and Meade Papers" 
Vol. I. Mr. Williams died in 1906. 
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"A Vindication. 

"Richard Kidder, Bishop of Bath and Wells, England, 
1691-1703. 

"Bishof Kidder was born in Sussex in 1633. There were 
nine children in the family, he being the eighth. Eight of 
them lived to the age of men and women, and the greater part 
of them to more than the sixtieth year of their age. His 
father had a small estate, but by reason of a kind disposition, 
leading him to be surety for other men, he was put to great 
inconvenience, so that he was able to do but little for his 
children. 

"His mother was a very pious woman and much given to 
reading the Scriptures and other good books, and to prayer — 
so much so that the neighbors fixed upon her the name of 
'Puritan.' 

"He was of Emmanuel College, Cambridge. He served as 
parish clergyman in different places before he was appointed 
Bishop. In his first parish he had three children, and lost 
them all by death there. Afterwards other children were 
born, and two sons and one daughter died within three weeks. 

"He had reputation as a popular preacher, and was fre- 
quently appointed as preacher or lecturer on distinguished 
public occasions. He also preached by invitation, twice at 
least, before the King and Queen, and by their order each 
time the sermon was printed. 

"On the accession of William and Mary to the throne a 
number of the bishops refused to take the oath of allegiance, 
maintaining the claims of James II, of the House of Stuart. 
They became known as the 'Non-jurors'. But as the reigning 
house was by law the head of the church, this could not be 
tolerated, and these bishops were deprived of their sees. 
Among them was the good Bishop Ken, Bishop of Bath and 
Wells, although of all the clergy attached to the cathedral 
only four followed him in refusing the oath. But so revered 
was he for his personal excellence, and so did he labor under 
a sense of injustice in being deprived, that a strong sentiment 
of sympathy prevailed in his case, which seems not to have 
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been felt to the same degree in regard to the other deprived 
bishops. One clergyman, whom the Crown appointed as the 
successor of Ken at Wells (Dr. Beveridge) declined the ap- 
pointment. Kidder had been offered the bishopric of Peter- 
borough, being then the dean of that cathedral, but had re- 
fused it, and said at the time that he did not care to accept any 
such appointment. Subsequently he was approached again on 
the subject of accepting a bishopric. He then wrote his friend 
Dr. Williams that he would not absolutely refuse a bishop's 
appointment except that of Bath and Wells — that one he was 
not willing to accept. The ecclesiastical authorities, however, 
were desirious that he would take the place, and his friends 
reported only, the first part of his answer, viz : that he would 
not absolutely refuse a bishopric. Archbishop Tillotson there- 
upon recommended him for Bath and Wells, and great per- 
suasion and urgency were brought to bear on him to accept it, 
and it was the Queen's strong desire that he should do so. 
He was at length prevailed on to take the place, and was con- 
secrated in the Bow Bells Church, Holborn, London, and as- 
sumed the work in 1691. He shared in the tender feeling 
toward Bishop Ken, his predecessor, deprived, and was much 
embarrassed, and felt the difficulty of the position. On first 
hearing of the appointment he said 'I was in such trouble and 
consternation as I have seldom been in during my whole life*. 
And he afterwards declared that he had often repented of 
accepting it, and looked on it as a 'great infelicity*. At the 
same time it must be remembered that the interests of the 
church required that the place should not long remain un- 
filled; and that other clergymen had accepted the sees of the 
other deprived non-jurors. The Archbishop of Canterbury 
and the bishops of Gloucester, Peterborough, and Ely had so 
done. 

"Ken always cherished a bitterness towards Kidder, with 
whom he had no acquaintance. He spoke of him as 'a sup- 
planter', 'a hireling', 'a ravager of the flock', &c. 

"There is nothing to show that {Cidder ever treated him 
with the slightest disrespect or unkindness. On the other 
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hand he expressed tender sympathy for him. There is a tra- 
dition that he assigned or offered him part of his income as 
Bishop. 

"Kidder had many difficulties and troubles in his adminis- 
tration. He did not always have the sympathy and support 
of his clergy connected with the cathedral. 

[This vindication is recorded here because many unjust 
criticisms of Bishop Kidder have been made in histories and 
other writings for accepting the bishopric of Bath and Wells] . 

"Bishop Kidder and his Wife were killed in November, 
1703, by the falling of a stack of chimneys, which crushed in 
the roof of the room, in which they were sleeping. This was 
during a disastrous storm, which swept over that part of the 
country, and is said to have been the most violent that ever 
visited England. [Hugh 14 Everard, younger brother of Sir 
Richard 14 Everard, who married Susanna Kidder, was 
drowned in the same storm. See page 86.] Daniel Defoe, 
the author of Robinson Crusoe, wrote a narrative of this 
storm and described its violence at Wells, and spoke of the 
Bishop and his Wife. [In this storm also the first Eddy- 
stone lighthouse, completed in 1699, was destroyed, and the 
keepers, and the engineer who built it, perished with it.] 

"Bishop Kidder was a leading divine of his day, and among 
the learned men of the continent of Europe he was recognized 
as a scholar of high merit. While he was a popular preacher, 
he was also an author of note, and wrote a large number of 
works. On the catalogue of the library of the British Mu- 
seum there is an extensive list of books from his pen. He was 
a good Hebraist, and defended Christianity against the Jews 
in a three volume work. In another elaborate work he de- 
fended the Pentateuch against the free thinking critics. In 
this he deals with many of the points, which the 'higher 
critics' of the present day have brought forward as if new. 
An unfriendly biographer, Cassan, admits he was a very 
learned writer and one of the best divines of the time. 

"As a churchman he .evidently belonged to what in later 
days would be called the 'low church' wing. He was thor- 
oughly evangelical as a theologian and as a preacher.

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"Macaulay in his History of England speaks of him as 'a 
man of considerable attainments, and blameless character, but 
suspected of a leaning toward Presbyterianism'. 

"He was buried within the cathedral walls, and an elaborate 
monument was erected by his daughter [Anne] at a cost of 300 
pounds. It stands in the north transept. In the epitaph 
[which is in Latin] is an expression of great respect for 
Bishop Ken. 

"He left two daughters, Susan and Anne. Anne remained 
unmarried, and it was she who put up the monument. She 
died in 1728 (aged 38). 

"Susan was married in the Church of St. Alphage, London, 
on June 13, 1706, to Sir Richard 14 Everard, Baronet, of 
Langleys, Essex. I saw in London a copy of the record of 
their marriage taken from the church register. She is there 
represented as being of the Parish of St. Paul's, Covent 
Garden, London, and he of Langleys, county of Essex. 

"In as much as Priscilla Meade, sister of David 2 Meade, 
who married Susanna 15 Everard, married Wilson Curie, of 
Virginia, it may be interesting to mention that one of the 
predecessors of Bishop Kidder was Walter Curie, accession 
1629, translated to Winchester 1632." 

This ends the extracts from the statement of Rev. Meade 
C. Williams. 

In August, 1906, the writer and his son, H. M. Baskerville, 
, spent a day and night in Wells, and were much interested in 
examining the Cathedral, the bishop's palace with its por- 
traits of the bishops, including that of Bishop Kidder, and the 
city of Wells. We brought home with us photographs of the 
cathedral, the palace, of Bishop Kidder, and of his tomb, 
copies of which were framed and hung in our home, and others 
sent to relatives. 

The Latin inscription upon the tomb, as shown by the 
photograph, is very long, and a good deal defaced, and may 
be read with much difficulty. And there is not much that is 
particularly interesting or attractive about it. We have a 
copy of a translation of it in our Meade Papers, Vol. II, and 
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will record here only the following short extract: "He had 
grown old in beautiful peace, a learned man, beloved alike 
by high and low, when on 26 November, 1703, a hurricane, 
which with irresistable force swept everything before it, 
hurled over a chimney, killing him with his faithful wife, a 
death which caused a sorrow relieved by the solace that with- 
out the gradual pain of dying the same blow had taken these 
two, who were bound together by the deepest love, venerable 
with years and ready tp depart." 
We show copies of these pictures in our book.

CHAPTER VIII 

THE ROYAL DESCENT 



Joan Barrington 



Through the marriage of Sir Richard 11 Everard to Joan 
Barrington (1621-1653) the family has a lineage, which 
traces back to many prominent and illustrious families, and 
to the royal family of England, and through them to the royal 
families of several other countries, including many illustrious 
princes and kings, for instance Edward III, William I (the 
Conqueror), and Alfred the Great, of England; Charle- 
magne, Charles Martel, and Hugh Capet, of France; 
Malcolm III and Kenneth McAlpine of Scotland; Rollo, 
the Dane, who established the Duchy of Normandy, and 
many others. The tracing back to about 500 A. D. seems to 
be absolutely authoritative, and genealogists have carried the 
line of Alfred the Great back to 90 B. C, and others, includ- 
ing the "Anglo-Saxon Chronicle", back to Adam. We refer 
to the table on page 74, which is interesting and remarkable. 
But we come back to Joan Barrington. 

The Barringtons were an old family, which date back to 
the time of William, the Conqueror, when Barentone, a 
Saxon, had the custody of the forest of Hatfield Regis. 
From him through his son, Eustachius de Barentone and 
twelve other generations the lineage is traced to 

John Barrington, Esqr., living in 1534, whose seat and 
estate was in Essex. He was succeeded by his son Thomas 
Barrington, Esqr., who married secondly Winifred Pole, 
daughter of Henry Pole, Lord Montague, whose son was 

Sir Francis Barrington, Knt., M. P. for Essex, married 
Joan Cromwell, aunt of Oliver Cromwell, whose daughter 
Joan Barrington (above) married Sir Richard 11 Everard. 
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From Brown's Genesis of America, p. 825, we get: "Sir 
Francis Barrington, great grandson of George, Duke of Clar- 
ence, brother to Edward IV, was M. P. for Essex in 1601 ; 
knighted at Theobald's May 7th, 1603; M. P. for Essex 1621- 
22, 1624, 1626, 1627 and 1628; died July 3rd, 1628. He 
married Joan, daughter of Sir Henry Cromwell, and aunt of 
the Protector, Cromwell. Their daughter Joan married Sir 
Richard Everard, and Bishop Wm. Meade, of Virginia, was a 
descendant of theirs. Lady Joan Barrington survived her 
husband. See the letters written to her by Rev. Roger Wil- 
liams in 1629, published in the New England Register, July 
1889, pp. 316-320." 

The Cromwell Family 

This family was not ancient or conspicuous, except for two 
of its members, Thomas, Lord Cromwell, very conspicuous 
during the reign of Henry VIII, but not to be admired, and 
Oliver Cromwell, the "Protector", too well known to need 
comment. We refer to our Cromwell Table on page 68, and 
to history. 

Notes from Pepy's Diary, Vol. I, page 2y: "Sir Henry 
Cromwell, son [grandson] of Richard Williams, who had 
assumed the name of Cromwell, and whose grandson, Sir 
Oliver, was the uncle and godfather of the Protector. 

"Col. Williams (Cromwell that was) appears to have been 
Henry Cromwell, grandson of Sir Oliver Cromwell and first 
cousin, once removed, to the Protector. He changed his name, 
knowing that Cromwell would not be popular to the Court, 
he disused it, and assumed that of Williams, which had be- 
longed to his ancestors. He died in 1673." 

A reference to our Cromwell table will explain this. 

The Pole Family 

Thomas Barrington, Esqr., married Winifred Pole, as 
stated. The most conspicuous member of this family was 
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Cardinal Reginald Pole, who was very prominent in the 
Roman Catholic Church, and during the reign of Queen Mary, 
daughter and successor of Henry VIII, attempted to restore 
Roman Catholicism in England, and went out of favor when 
she died in 1558. He was a younger brother of Henry Pole, 
Lord Montague, who was father of our ancestress, Winifred 
Pole. 

The first of the family of whom anything memorable oc- 
curred was 

Sir Richard Pole, Knt v son of Sir Jeffrey Pole, Knt., 
of an ancient Welsh family, the former being a commander of 
the troops of Henry VII in his wars with Scotland, and also a 
Knight of the Garter. He married Lady Margaret Plan- 
taganet, Countess of Salisbury, daughter of George, Duke 
of Clarence, who (she) was executed when seventy years 
old, the "Last of the Plantaganets." The Pole family was 
quite conspicuous and historical. 

The Mortimer Family 

Anne Mortimer married Richard Plantaganet, Earl of 
Cambridge, and they were the grandparents of Edward IV, 
George, Duke of Clarence, and Richard III. See the 
table on page 67. 

This family trace back to Roger de Mortimer, a prominent 
nobleman of Normandy, whose record precedes the Battle of 
Hastings. He was by consanguinity allied to William, the 
Conqueror, his Mother being neice to Gunnora, wife of Rich- 
ard I, Duke of Normandy, and great grandfather to the Con- 
queror. There is a record of Roger, that in 1054 he lived in 
his baronial Castle de Caux, in Pays de Caux, Normandy. In 
this year William sent him in command of an army to repel 
an invasion, in which he was successful. On the invasion 
of England he contributed sixty vessels to the Duke's fleet. His 
son was Ralph de Mortimer, and it seems that both Roger 
and Ralph participated in the Battle of Hastings. In 
Domesday Book, about 1083, Ralph is said to have possessed 
one hundred and twenty-three manors, besides several ham- 
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lets, and the castle of Wigmore, which became the seat of the 
family. 

After these the line continued through ten generations, 
conspicuous and powerful, particularly as Earls of March, to 
Roger Mortimer slain in battle in Ireland, whose daughter 
Anne 1 * Mortimer married Richard Plantagenet, Earl of 
Cambridge, in the table. 

For details see The Conqueror and His Companions, 
Planche, in our library, and Burke's Extinct Peerages and 
Baronetcies in the Va. State Library. 

The Plantagenets 

Margaret Plantagenet, Countess of Salisbury, wife of 
Sir Richard Pole, Knt, was a near descendant of the royal 
family of England of that name, and died, or rather was 
executed, the last of them. 

The Plantagenets were a turbulent race, their private 
history is not pleasing, and generally these were troublous 
times in England. Among the nobility each man seemed to try 
to supplant his neighbor, or probably his brother or kins- 
man, and murder was lightly thought of. Those in power 
seemed disposed to kill brothers and cousins and neighbors 
to prevent opposition in their ambition. And many members 
of the Plantagenet family were murdered, executed, or slain 
in battle. This was the time of the "Wars of the Roses", and 
English history consists chiefly of wars and murders among 
relatives. And the record is not attractive. 

The Plantagenets came from France. Geoffrey Plan- 
tagenet, Count of Anjou, married Matilda, daughter of 
Henry I, King of England, and their son became Henry II. 
From him in direct male descent through five generations 
came Edward III, one of the greatest of the English kings, 
and after him came the Wars of the Roses between the de- 
scendants of two of his sons. Anne Mortimer and her hus- 
band, Richard, Earl of Cambridge, were both descended 
from him through different sons, the one in the fourth genera- 
tion and the other in the third. And Margaret Plantagenet, 
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Countess of Salisbury, was their great granddaughter. See 
the tables for the details. 

These notes might be continued almost indefinitely, but it is 
probably not desirable. Any student of history may follow up 
numerous other lines for himself.

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CHAPTER IX 



THE HARDAWAY FAMILY 



Jane Elizabeth Hardaway, b. 1801, d. 1876, on July 10th, 
1819, married Benjamin L. Meade, and these were Mrs. 
Baskervill's grandparents. 

We do not attempt to write a comprehensive history of this 
family, nor to present a full roll of the later generations, but 
only to include the earlier history in Virginia, and then the 
branch of the family with which the Meades are connected. 

Our information in regard to the family is derived from 
several sources. Several years ago we found accidentally in 
a book shop in Albany, N. Y., a small family history, called 
Thomas Hardaway and His Descendants, by Mrs. Sarah Don- 
elson Hubert, of Norwood, Warren Co., Georgia, 1906, a 
descendant, well written, but with probably some inaccuracies, 
as all such books have. From this we get the most of our 
history. 

The family has from the beginning increased rapidly, and is 
much scattered through the Southern States, and our branch, 
descended from one of the sons of the first Thomas Harda- 
way, seem to have had little or no knowledge of the other 
branches. Very little space is given to our branch in Mrs. 
Hubert's book, and that of John 2 Hardaway, her ancestor, 
occupies about two-thirds of her book, as is natural. 

Another source of information is an article in the William 
and Mary Quarterly, of January, 1912, page 216, written by 
Rev. S. O. Southall, of Amelia Co., together with a letter, 
which he kindly sent to the writer in answer to an inquiry 
on Febry. 25, 1914. This information differs in some im- 
portant points in the early history from Mrs. Hubert's book, 
and Mr. Southall's statements seem to be authoritative and 
correct. These will be treated later. 
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A third source of information is a statement sent many 
years ago to Mrs. Baskervill by the late Mrs. James Eggles- 
ton, of Richmond, Va., but written by some one else. This 
has a good deal of information in it, but is stated to have 
been written from memory, and is so full of errors as to be 
unreliable. 

From Mrs. Hubert's book we get the earliest history in 
Virginia. 

Thomas 1 Hardaway, the emigrant, said to be the ancestor 
of all the Hardaways in America, came from England when 
a small boy about 1685. He is said to have been kidnapped 
and brought over in a ship owned by Joseph Thomas, a 
Quaker, of Philadelphia. "Tradition says that he was kid- 
napped and held for a ransom, but his captors, perhaps getting 
in a close place, had put him in the hold of the outgoing ship 
to get rid of him." Joseph Thomas named him Thomas 
Hardaway and educated him. He is said, when found, to 
have been "dressed in green silk velvet trimmed with gilt, 
seemed tenderly nurtured, and was too young to give his 
name." 

"He married Jane Drewry, of Drewry's Bluff, Va., and 
settled at Osborn's, Chesterfield Co., Va. Their children in- 
termarried with colonial families of respect, wealth, and arms 
bearing people. From Thomas Hardaway and Jane 
Drewry I suppose all the Hardaways in America are de- 
scended." 

"From the Bristol Parish Register [Va.] we find: 'In 1733 
the vestry of Bristol Parish met May 4th at the house of Mr. 
Thomas Hardaway, near the chapel at the Ferry, and agreed 
to build the brick church at Wells Hill, now known as Bland- 
ford Church in Petersburg. For more than twenty years 
Thomas Hardaway was a member of Blandford Church, 
though known then as Brick Church, and previously as Ferry 
Chapel, then located in Chesterfield Co.* 

"From the Virginia Land Registry office, Richmond, Va., 
we find that Thomas Hardaway patented the following 
tracts of land: 

"May 2, 1713, 288 acres in Charles City Co. ; 
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"Sept. 28th, 1728, 300 acres in Brunswick Co.; 

"Sept. 28, 1730, 400 acres and 354 acres in Prince George 
Co.; [from which Dinwiddie Co. was later taken]." 

Mrs. Eggleston's statement relates that the emigration oc- 
curred "about 1619 to 1632," but a reference to the other 
dates of Thomas Hardaway shows that this is inaccurate, 
and we accept Mrs. Hubert's date of "about 1685." 

We continue Mrs. Hubert's statement: 

"Thomas Hardaway and Jane Drewry, his wife, had 
seven sons and one daughter, viz.: 

I. John 2 Hardaway, born 1708, married Frances Markham 
about 1728; 

II. Daniel 2 Hardaway, b. 171 1, m. Martha Worsham; 

III. Thomas 2 Hardaway, b. 1715, m. Agnes Peterson; 

IV. James 2 Hardaway, b. July 10, 1719, m. Millian Stan- 
field 1756, d. 1770; 

V. William 2 Hardaway, b. June 12, 1723, m. Manson ; 

VI. Frances 2 Hardaway, b. Apl. 4, 1725, m. Wm. Skipwith, 
eldest son and heir of Sir Wm. Skipwith, Baronet ; 

VII. Joseph 2 Hardaway, b. Mch. 1728, m. Ann Hall ; 

VIII. Drewry 2 Hardaway, b. Apl. 2, 1733, supposed to have 
died in infancy." 

Of these Daniel 2 Hardaway, or rather Stith 2 Harda- 
way, which we shall find was most probably his correct name, 
and his wife, Martha Worsham, were ancestors of our branch 
of the family. Frances, VI, and her husband, Wm. Skipwith, 
had no children. They both died early, and Sir. Wm. Skip- 
with, the father, was succeeded by his second son, Peyton; 
and Drewry Hardaway, VII, is supposed to have died in 
infancy. The other sons had families and many children, and 
their very numerous descendants are widely scattered in Vir- 
ginia and the other Southern States, as previously stated- 
The largest number of them seem to have gone to Georgia, 
where they are numerous and scattered, the next largest 
number to Alabama, and there are others in South Carolina, 
Tennessee, and Mississippi, and some in California. Those in 
Virginia seem to have been in the counties of Dinwiddie, Not- 
toway, Lunenburg, Brunswick and Charles City. 
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Mrs. Hubert apparently gives an exhaustive register of these 
with some history. The number of descendants by name in 
lier book far exceeds five hundred and it is not practicable for 
us to include them in this sketch, either in our table or in our 
text, and we shall have to confine ourselves to Daniel* (or 
Stith 2 ) Hardaway and his descendants, including our 
branch. We will mention, however, that John 8 Hardaway, of 
Nottoway Co., Va., son of Thomas 2 Hardaway, already men- 
tioned, of Hardaway Mills, Nottoway Co., Va., was a major in 
the Continental Army; and that Benjamin 4 Hardaway, son of 
Thomas 8 , son of Thomas 2 , was a captain in the United States 
Army in 1812. All of this information comes from Mrs. 
Hubert's book. 

And now taking up Rev. Mr. Southall's papers we find 
several variations of importance from Mrs. Hubert's state- 
ments. And first, where Mrs. Hubert states that the first 
John Hardaway was the oldest son of Thomas 1 Hardaway, 
Mr. Southall states : "About the beginning of the 18th century 
two Hardaways — Thomas and John — were living in Prince 
George Co., Va. They were probably brothers. 

"I. Thomas 1 Hardaway married Jane . It is cir- 
cumstantially certain that she was Jane Stith, daughter of 
Lt. Col. Drury Stith, son of Capt. John Stith, of Charles 
City Co. They had issue : 

1. Stith 2 (the proof is circumstantial) ; 

2. James, b. 7-10-1719 (Bristol Parish Register) ; 

3. Jane, b. 3-26-1721; 

4. William, b. 6-12-1723; 

5. Frances, b. 4-4-1725; 

6. Joseph, b. 3-9-1728 } 

7. Drury, b. 4-2-1733." Please notice that the lineage is 
carried back through Jane Stith and her father Drury 
Stith to Capt. John Stith, which probably opens a line of 
interesting investigation in this direction. 

Here we have several variations from Mrs. Hubert's list. 
First as to John Hardaway, who, she says, was the oldest son 
of Thomas 1 Hardaway, but according to Mr. Southall he was 
"probably" his brother. Now if we take Mrs. Hubert's tra- 
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ditional story of Thomas Hardaway as true, it seems im- 
possible for them to have been brothers, and as Mr. Southall's 
account is only a probability, it seems, more reasonable to 
accept Mrs. Hubert's account. We do not know whether 
Mr. Southall had any knowledge of Mrs. Hubert's book or 
the traditional story — we suppose not. 

Secondly, Mr. Southall states: "It is circumstantially cer- 
tain that Thomas 1 Hardaway married Jane Stith, daugh- 
ter of Lt. Coln. Drury Stith, son of Capt. John Stith," 
[and not "Jane Drewry, of Drewry's Bluff"]. This seems 
very probably correct, especially in consideration of what will 
follow here. Please observe that Coln. Stith's first name 
was Drury, and that may have led to the impression in Mrs. 
Hubert's statement. 

Thirdly, the second son of Thomas 1 in Mrs. Hubert's list, 
there named "Daniel" 2 , the ancestor of our branch of the 
family, is named by Mr. Southall "Stith" 2 , and Mr. Southall 
seems certainly to be correct. He goes on to state: "Stith 2 
Hardaway (Thomas 1 ) married twice: i. Martha Worsham. 
There is a record in Chesterfield Co., which states that John 
Worsham, of Henrico, gave a certain tract of land to his son 
Daniel, who died, and the land descended to his three daugh- 
ters — Phoebe, wife of John Booker; Elizabeth, wife of John 
Royall, and Martha, wife of Stith Hardaway. The same 
records assert that she was then dead leaving two sons, 
Daniel 8 and Stith 8 . Stith 2 Hardaway married in 1756, 2nd 
Purify Booker, by whom he had no issue. He died in Amelia 
Co. in 1765 and in his will names his son, Stith 8 . Another 
record in Virginia Magazine, IX, 214, shows that Daniel 
Worsham married Judith Archer, who married 2dly Col. 
Edward Booker, of Winterham, Amelia Co., who died in 1750. 
She was a daughter of John Archer, of Bermuda Hundred, 
who died in 17 18." 

These statements are based upon the Chesterfield Co. records 
and seem to be authoritative. We have an abstract of the will 
of Stith 2 Hardaway referred to. Mr. Southall wrote us that 
he knew of a pedigree left by Mr. John Hardaway, in which 
it is stated: "My great grandfather, Daniel Hardaway mar- 
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ried Miss Worsham," and added: "Of course this is wrong; 
his great grandfather was Stith, not Daniel, and it was Stith, 
who married Miss Worsham. Stith 2 may have had other 
children besides Daniel 8 and Stith 8 , but there is no mention 
of them in the records." 

Mr. Southall is an experienced and intelligent genealogist 
and so we seem compelled to accept his authoritative state- 
ments that Thomas Hardaway married Jane Stith, and 
that our ancestor in the second generation was named Stith 
and not Daniel. 

Also Mrs. Hubert mentions a daughter of (Daniel) Stith* 
Hardaway, named Judith 8 Archer Hardaway, who married 

Lewis, and who is not mentioned by Mr. Southall. 

Stith 2 Hardaway in his will mentioned only one son, Stith 8 , 
but the will was "witnessed by Daniel 8 Hardaway, son and 
heir at law of the said Stith 2 Hardaway/' But no mention 
was made of a daughter. 

We have also another source of information, The Bristol 
Parish Vestry Book and Register, copies of which may be 
found in the library of the Virginia Historical Society, and in 
the Virginia State Library. There are seventeen references 
to Thomas 1 Hardaway, from 1727 to 1743, chiefly records 
of land processioning done by him, and also the baptisms of 
five of his children, giving the dates. His wife is called "Jane 
Hardaway," and there is nothing to show whether she was 
Jane Drewry or Jane Stith. The other Hardaway references 
are records of baptisms of later members of the family with 
the dates, which is useful, and also establishes the fact that 
John 2 Hardaway married Frances Markham, which otherwise 
was somewhat doubtful. In these are included children of 
John 2 , Thomas 2 , and Joseph 2 , but none of our branch, and 
nothing to show whether our ancestor was named Daniel or 
Stith. The tradition that he was named Daniel certainly 
existed in Virginia as well as Georgia, as Mrs. Eggleston's 
statement shows, and also "the pedigree left by Mr. John 
Hardaway," referred to by Mr. Southall. 

Thomas 1 Hardaway is mentioned in the Bristol Parish 
Vestry Book and Register as late as 1743, and he is said to 
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have died in 1745, which seems to confirm the accuracy of his 
emigration 'about 1685." 

This book does not go back of 1719 and therefore the bap- 
tisms of John 2 and Stith (or Daniel 2 ) are not recorded 
there. 

Referring back to the Worshams on page m, they were a 
family of Huguenots, who settled at Manakin, Va., of good 
standing and well connected. It looks as if John Worsham, 
father of Daniel, and grandfather of Martha Worsham 
Hardaway, was a son of William and Elizabeth Worsham, 
parents of Elizabeth Worsham, who married Richard Kennon. 
The dates correspond and at this early period this William 
Worsham and his brother George, who jointly patented lands 
in 1652, and their families, were probably the only persons of 
this name in the country. See Worsham family in Backer- 
ville Genealogy (in the Va. State Library). 

Of the third generation in our branch of the Hardaway 
family, Stith* Hardaway died unmarried; please remember 
that Mrs. Hubert says that there was a daughter Judith* 

Archer Hardaway, who married Lewis, not mentioned 

by Mr. Southall, and the descendants of Daniel* Hardaway, the 
oldest son, and his wife Anne Eggleston will be found in our 
table, through the fifth generation, but we can not attempt to 
give any history of them. That can be done better by members 
of the family on the blank pages in the back of this book, as the 
writer has little information in regard to them. The descen- 
dants of the other members of the second generation may be 
found in Mrs. Hubert's book.

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CHAPTER X 



THE EGGLESTON FAMILY 



Mary 8 Eggleston, daughter of Joseph 4 Eggleston, mar- 
ried first Benjamin Ward, and after his death Genl. Everard 8 
Meade. 

Our information in regard to the Eggleston family comes 
from quite a number of sources, but the amount is rather 
small. 

There are families of this name in Virginia and Connecti- 
cut, but if there is a connection, it has not been traced. The 
Connecticut family spell the name with one g, but considering 
the great variation in the spelling of proper names this is not 
necessarily of any significance. 

In a newspaper article in the Times-Dispatch about 1895, of 
which we have a copy, it is stated that the Connecticut family 
is "descended from Bagot Egleston, born in England, who 
married Mary Talcott, and in 1674 settled at Windsor, Conn., 
where he died." Their coat of arms is described : "Argent ; a 
cross sable, 1st quarter a fleur de lis; Crest; a Talbot's head 
erased sable, collared argent. Motto: In Cruce Salus." It is 
said that the Virginia family, although no connection is traced, 
claim them as the same stock and use the coat of arms. 

There are conflicting statements as to the origin of the 
Virginia Egglestons. 

From Hotten's The Original Lists of Persons of Quality, 
&c, 1 600- 1 700, we learn that two persons named Richard 
Eggleston came to Virginia from England in the ship 
"Transport", Edward Walker, master, sailing from London 
July 4th, 1635, "upon certificate from the minister of Graves- 
end of his conformitie to the orders and discipline of the Church 
of England", one twenty-four years old, and the other sixteen. 
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And one of these is said to have been the first of the family 
in Virginia. 

From Goode's Virginia Cousins we get: "The Egglestons, 
long seated in Virginia, are believed to have been of Irish 
origin. The first of the name in the colony was Richard 1 
Eggleston, who came over in 1635 and settled on the "East- 
ern Shore" of Virginia. 

Richard 2 Eggleston, who in 1656 participated in the dis- 
astrous fight against the Indians at the Falls of the James, 
was perhaps his son, while 

Joseph 8 Eggleston, of Powhatan or Amelia Co., was per- 
haps grandson of the first and son of the second. These prob- 
ably constitute the first three generations." 

It must be admitted that this seems to be somewhat con- 
jectural. 

The newspaper article mentioned states: "Joseph Eggleston 
emigrated from Wales or Ireland and settled near Hampton, 
Va. He was father of Joseph Eggleston, who lived at 'Pow- 
hatan', above Williamsburg" [James City Co.]. 

From Bishop Meade's Old Families of Virginia we get: 
"The following is from an ancient lady: The Egglestons are 
of Irish extract, but came over to this country from England, 
and settled first on the Eastern Shore of Virginia. After 
some time two brothers, William and Joseph, came to Amelia 
Co., and located near the central position, where they lived 
to the time of their death." (This will be continued later.) 

Again in a letter of Mrs. Judith Eggleston Old (Mrs. Wm. 
Old) it was stated: "Eggleston is a Welsh name and signifies 
'the keystone of an arch'. Joseph 8 Eggleston, Sr., emigrated 
from England and settled near Hampton, Va. His wife was 
Ann Pettis [or Pettus] of Hanover Co.; issue five sons and 
two daughters. Joseph 4 and William 4 settled in Amelia Co., 
Va. Joseph 4 Eggleston, who became the father of Major 
Joseph Eggleston, had no war record, [was] simply a fine 
old country gentleman. His [Joseph, Jr's.] wife was Judith 
Segar of Middlesex Co., Va." 

Here we have several conflicting traditional statements, and 
are told that the matter of the earlier generations can not be 
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definitely solved on account of the loss of the James City 
county records, and in our table we have adopted what seems 
to be the most probable solution. 

The Virginia land books show that Richard Eggleston on 
March 9th, 1653, patented 900 acres of land; on May 25th, 
1655, 62 1 /* acres, and on March 18th, 1662, 1377 A. 58 chs., ■ 
all in James City Co. This was doubtless the emigrant, and 
he may have settled elsewhere earlier and now removed to 
James City Co. 

Also from the same we find that Benjamin Eggleston pat- 
ented 595 acres on Oct. 23rd, 1690, and 1670 acres on April 
26th, 1698, in James City Co. This was doubtless a son of 
Richard, who received the earlier grants, or he may have 
belonged to the third generation. 

The Journal of the House of Burgesses in the Virginia His- 
torical Society library shows that Joseph 8 Eggleston repre- 
sented James City Co. in that body from 1727 until his death 
(1730). His last attendance was on July 3rd, 1730, and on 
May 19th, 1732, a writ was issued ordering an election for his 
successor, he being dead. The dates show that this must have 
been Joseph 8 of our table, and also that it was not Joseph 8 , 
but Joseph 4 , who went to Amelia. Bishop Meade (II, 20) 
says: "The following is from high authority: Joseph Eggles- 
ton, Sen., moved to Amelia Co. in 1758 or 59, as shown by 
the baptism of his third child by the Rev. John Fox, in Ware 
parish, Gloucester Co., [just across York river from James 
City Co.], in 1758; and of his fourth child by the Rev. John 
Brunskell, in Raleigh parish, Amelia Co., in 1759, as recorded 
in his Bible, now in the possession of his family." It is true 
that on the death of Joseph 8 , Joseph* became Joseph, Senior, 
and his son Joseph, Junior. But this is apt to mislead, be- 
cause Joseph 8 , the first Joseph, is usually considered Joseph, 
Sr. 

And now we give another source of information, very 
authoritative, because it was evidently written by Joseph 4 
Eggleston. 

A very interesting statement in regard to the Egglestons 
was found in a Bible History, of 1703, at "Egglestetton",

Amelia Co., Va., the seat of the family, evidently written by 
Joseph 4 Eggleston, father of Major Joseph 5 Eggleston, is as 
follows : 

"Jane 5 Segar Eggleston was married to Stephen Cocke, of 
Amelia Co., on March 5th, 1772. 

"Anne 5 Eggleston was married to Daniel Hardaway (grand- 
son of Thomas Hardaway, who came from England in 1685), 
of Amelia Co., Sept. 5th, 1774." 

"Mary 5 Eggleston was married to Benjamin Ward, of 
Chesterfield Co., Jany. 23rd, 1779, and their first child, Seth 
Ward, born Jany. 7th, 1780. 

"Benjamin Ward, husband to my daughter Mary, departed 
this life (after a lingering illness of nearly eighteen months) 
the 30th April, in the year of our Lord 1783. 

"Joseph 5 Eggleston married Sallie Meade, daughter of 
Everard Meade, March 8th, 1788. 

"Elizabeth 5 Eggleston married John Archer, of Amelia Co., 
May 24th, 1788." 

And another interesting statement was copied from mem- 
oranda written on the fly leaves of an old Prayer Book, edition 
of 1758, at Egglestetton, supposed to have been made by 
Major Joseph 5 Eggleston, or his father: 

"Joseph 8 Eggleston of Powhatan [a residence], James 
City Co., departed this life the 24th day of November, Anno 
Domini 1730, aged 52 (or 32) years. 

"Anne Eggleston, partner of the above Joseph, of the 
aforesaid county, departed this life October 24th, Anno 
Domini 1736, aged 34 years. 

"The above Joseph and Anne Eggleston left behind them 
five sons and one daughter, to-wit: Joseph 4 , John 4 , Richard 4 , 
William 4 and Edmund 4 , and Elizabeth 4 , who intermarried with 
one William Wyatt, of Caroline Co. 

"Joseph 4 Eggleston was married to Judith, his wife, the 
15th of December, 1753, N. S. [new style?], at Urbana, Mid- 
dlesex Co., by Revd. Barth. Yates. Joseph 5 , son of Joseph 4 
Eggleston, and Judith, his wife, was born the 24th Novem- 
ber, 1754, and was baptized by the Rev. Barth. Yates, the 1st 
day of December following. 
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"Jane 5 Segar, first daughter of Joseph 4 Eggleston and 
Judith, his wife, was born the 8th of June, 1756, and was 
baptized by Rev. John Fox of Gloster county. Anne 5 , second 
daughter of Joseph* Eggleston and Judith, his wife, was 
born the 24th of February, 1758, and was baptized by the Rev. 
John Fox, the 18th day of March following. Mary 5 , third 
daughter of Joseph 4 Eggleston, and Judith, his wife, was 
born on the 7th of May, 1759, and was baptized by the Rev. 
John Brumskill the 19th of the same month. Judith 5 , fourth 
daughter of Joseph 4 Eggleston, and Judith, his wife, was 
born on the 9th December, 1761, and was baptized by the Rev. 
John Brumskill the 13th of the same month. Elizabeth 5 , fifth 
daughter of Joseph 4 ' Eggleston, and Judith, his wife, was 
born on 19th April, 1764, and was baptized on the 27th May 
following by the Rev. John Brumskill, of Raleigh Parish. 
My dear child Judith departed this life the 29th of April, 1772, 
of a malignant fever which lasted 14 days. 

"Joseph 4 Eggleston was married a second time to Judith 
Cobbs (alias) Bently Oct. 18th, 1776, [doubtless Bently was 
her maiden name], he aged 55 years and she 40 years old. 
Archibald McRoberts performed the ceremony." 

These statements were evidently written by Joseph 4 Eggles- 
ton, and were copied from the books by Mr. Hodijah Meade. 

Please notice that Goode states that "Joseph Eggleston of 
Powhatan or Amelia Co. was perhaps grandson of the first 
and son of the second" (the Richards), and observe that he 
moved from "Powhatan" (his residence in) James City Co. to 
Amelia Co., which accounts for his association with the name 
Powhatan, and also that, as we have shown, it was the second 
Joseph 4 , who moved to Amelia. 

Now we take up again our newspaper article : "He [Joseph* 
Eggleston] was twice married, his first wife (name unknown) 
leaving one son, Benjamin Eggleston, who inherited the fam- 
ily mansion of "Powhatan" (James City Co.). His second 
wife was Ann Pettis, of Hanover Co., who left five sons: 
Joseph 4 , John 4 , Richard 4 , William 4 , and Edward 4 , and two 
daughters, Elizabeth (Betsy) and . John 4 and Ed- 
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ward 4 settled in Hanover; Richard 4 in Powhatan; and 
Joseph 4 and William 4 in Amelia Co. 

"Joseph 4 Eggleston, of Amelia, married Judith Segar, of 
Urbana. John 4 , of Hanover, married Betsy Cary. Richard 4 
Eggleston married Rebecca Chuff, of Hanover. William 4 , of 
Amelia, married Judith Cary, of Yorktown. Edward 4 , of 
Hanover, married Betsy Wales, of the same county. 

"William 4 Eggleston, of Amelia, was father of the follow- 
ing children: William 5 (who never married), Edward 8 , 
Mathew 5 , Richard 5 , Judith 5 (who married Major Joseph E.), 
Ann 5 (who married Mr. Hickman), and Joseph 5 . 

"John 4 Eggleston, of Hanover, left one daughter, who mar- 
ried Mathew Eggleston, from whom are descended the Bap- 
tises (sic) and others. 

"Richard 4 Eggleston married Miss Chuff, who was the 
grandmother of Trent Eggleston. 

"Joseph 4 Eggleston, of Amelia, was father of Major 
Joseph 5 Eggleston, of Egglestetton, Mrs. Jane 5 Cocke, Mrs. 
Anne 5 Hardaway, Mrs. Mary 5 Meade, and Mrs. Elizabeth 5 
Archer. 

"Major Joseph 5 Eggleston was first married to Sally Meade, 
daughter of Genl. Everard Meade. She died at the age of 
twenty-five leaving three sons, Charles 6 , William 6 , and 
Edward 6 . His second wife was Judith Cary Eggleston, his 
first cousin. She survived him many years, and attained the 
age of ninety-six. Her children were Francis 6 , Edward 6 , and 
Sally 6 Meade. 

"The above family record is taken from a paper in posses- 
sion of Mrs. W. B. Helm and Miss Marianna P. Eggleston, 
of Carrollton, Carroll Co., Miss." 

These items constitute our chief information, and the only 
uncertainty seems to be about the earliest generations. Not- 
withstanding the statements to the contrary, it seems certain 
that Richard Eggleston was the emigrant and first ancestor, 
and we have adopted this theory in our table. From Joseph 5 
down there can be no doubt, because we have the definite 
record of Joseph 4 . Benjamin, said to be the son of Joseph 8 
by his first marriage, could not have been the Benjamin, to 
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whom the land grants of 1690-98 were made, as Joseph 8 was 
said to have been born in 1678. There is also doubt as to the 
relationship of the two Richards in our table. But these seem 
to be our only difficulties, and the later lineage is plain and 
certain. 

And now proceeding with our history, Joseph 8 Eggleston, 
our ancestor, married Anne Pettus, daughter of Dabney and 
Anne (Overton) Pettus, of Hanover Co., which links us to 
the Pettus and Overton families, sketches of whom will fol- 
low. The children of this marriage have already been men- 
tioned in the record of Joseph 4 , our ancestor, he having four 
brothers and one sister, whose names are recorded in our 
table. 

Of these Joseph* Eggleston, Mrs. Baskervill's ancestor, 
married on Dec. nth, 1753, before he removed from "Pow- 
hatan", James City Co., to Amelia Co., Judith Segar, born 
April 20, 1729, daughter of Oliver Segar, of Middlesex Co., 
(1684-1741), thus allying us with the Segar family, of whom 
a sketch will follow. They had at least five children, Joseph 5 , 
Jane 8 Segar, Anne 8 , Mary 5 , and Elizabeth 5 . 

Joseph 5 Eggleston was conspicuous. He was a major in the 
Revolutionary War. In Howe's Historical Collections of Vir- 
ginia we find: "Major Joseph 5 Eggleston was a native of 
Amelia Co. He was a highly meritorious officer of Lee's 
Legion (cavalry), and served through the whole of the south- 
ern campaigns. At the conclusion of the war he turned his 
attention to literature. He was a member of Congress in 
1798-9, where he served with credit. He was cut off in the 
flower of his age by the effects of the amputation of a dis- 
i ordered limb." From Saffel's Records of the Revolutionary 

War, page 288, we learn that "he was second in command in 
Lee's Legion, Lt. Coin. Henry Lee, 'Light Horse Harry', 
[father of Genl. Robert E. Lee] being in command." 

Major Joseph 5 Eggleston was born in December, 1754, and 
on March 8th, 1788, married Sally Meade, daughter of Genl. 
Everard 8 Meade, Mrs. Baskervill's great grandfather, a dis- 
tinguished soldier of the Revolutionary War, who built The 
Hermitage in Amelia Co., where he lived, died, and was 
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buried. Major Eggleston was also the brother of Mrs. Basker- 
vill's great grandmother, Mrs. Daniel Hardaway, nee Anne 
Eggleston, and Mrs. Everard 8 Meade, nee Mary Eggleston, 
as will appear in our table, she being Genl. Meade's second 
wife. 

Jane* Segar Eggleston on March 5, 1772, married Stephen 
Cocke. 

Anne 5 Eggleston, born Febry. 4th, 1758, married Daniel 8 
Hardaway, and these two were ancestors of Mrs. Baskervill. 

Mary 5 Eggleston, born 1759, married 1st on Jany. 23rd, 
1779, Benjamin Ward, of Chesterfield Co., and their first child, 
Seth 6 Ward, was born Jany. 7th, 1780. Later there was born 
to them their daughter, the beautiful Maria 6 Ward, who was 
the one love of John Randolph of Roanoke. She declined to 
marry John Randolph and afterwards married his kinsman, 
Peyton Randolph, who for a short time was acting governor 
of Virginia in 181 1, after the lamentable death of Governor 
Geo. W. Smith in the Richmond theatre fire on Dec. 26th of 
that year. But his term lasted only until James Barbour was 
elected governor on Jany 31, 1812. He was a son of the 
very distinguished Edmund Randolph, governor of Virginia 
from 1788 to 1 791. Peyton and Maria Ward Randolph were 
the parents of Charlotte Randolph, first wife of Dr. John G. 
Skelton, Mrs. Baskervill's father, and grandparents of her 
sister Mrs. John L. Williams of Richmond, formerly Maria 
Ward 8 Skelton. We present a picture of Maria Ward. 

Benjamin Ward after a long sickness of eighteen months 
died on April 30th, 1783. And later his widow, Mrs. Mary 
Eggleston Ward, married General Everard 8 Meade (his 
second wife), and their son was Benjamin 6 L. Meade, who 
married Jane Elizabeth Hardaway. Their daughter was 
Marianne 7 O. Meade, second wife of Dr. John G. Skelton, 
and mother of Mrs. Baskervill. 

Elizabeth 5 Eggleston on May 24th, 1788, married John 
Archer, whose father, Coin. Wm. Archer, commandant of the 
militia of the county, was conspicuous in the Revolutionary 
War. One of his brothers was Lieutenant Joseph Archer, 
killed at the battle of Brandywine. John Archer was major in 
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this war, and aide to one of the generals. He was sent to 
Charlottesville to remove stores in anticipation of a raid from 
Cornwallis, and was overtaken by the enemy and captured. 
In the fight he received a sword thrust entirely through his 
body, but recovered and lived many years. (See Howe's 
Virginia, p. 173). 

John and Elizabeth (Eggleston) Archer had four children, 
viz : William S., Elizabeth, Anne, and Martha, none of whom 
ever married. Wm. S. Archer was U. S. Senator from Vir- 
ginia, and was conspicuous. He built in Amelia Co. his beau- 
tiful home, "The Lodge", which was very expensive and 
palatial. Elizabeth died before the Confederate War, and 
before her brother William. Misses Martha and Anne Archer 
for many years lived at The Lodge, and were called "The 
Lodge ladies". They lived to very old age, and died in Rich- 
mond, the last of John Archer's family. 

And now for the sake of clearness we recapitulate. 

The first two generations of our Eggleston table are con- 
jectural, and follow the suggestion of Goode. The two emi- 
grants named Richard, one twenty-four and the other sixteen 
years old, in 1635, on the ship "Transport", could have been 
neither father and son, nor brothers; and Richard in the 
Indian fight of 1656, may or may not have been one of them. 
Our newspaper article states, that the emigrant, whose name 
was said to be Joseph, was the father of Joseph Eggleston, who 
lived at "Powhatan", above Williamsburg, and the second of 
these may have been either Joseph 8 or Joseph 4 of our table. 
Mrs. Judith Eggleston Old's letter states that the emigrant 
was Joseph 8 , who married Anne Pettus. And these are 
doubtless the family traditions, which are very often partly 
correct, partly incorrect. In the absence of definite know- 
ledge we have followed in our table Goode's suggestions mere- 
ly in a tentative way, with a frank statement of the facts. 
Placing Benjamin, who patented lands in 1690 and 98 is a mere 
guess. Goode says that William Eggleston who married 
Judith Cary, was a son of Joseph 4 , who married Judith Segar, 
but the dates of his birth and marriage show this to be ah 
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error, and we have placed him in the previous generation. 
The remainder of the table seems to be authentic. 

In Goode's Virginia Cousins we find : "In later generations, 
writes a friend, the Eggleston family has been noted for the 
number of magistrates and judges of ability produced by it. 
The Egglestons have borne a very high reputation for integ- 
rity, and a certain clear, unpoetic intelligence. They were 
serious, stern, usually careful of their money, and hated osten- 
tation and affectation with a sort of passion." 

We have no knowledge of the Eggleston family before the 
emigration to Virginia. 
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CHAPTER XI 



THE SEGAR FAMILY 



Judith Segar, born April 20th, 1729, married Joseph 4 
Eggleston on December nth, 1753. 

In Lower's Family Dictionary we find the following: "Se- 
gar, Seagar, ancient Saxon Sigora, a conqueror, Sigor, vic- 
torious. An ancient personal name written in Domesday Book 
Segar, Sigar, and Sigarus. In Poitou (France) an eminent 
local surname, De Sigur." We also find it spelled Seager, and 
Segur. 

In England we find a family of Segars in Devonshire of 
considerable antiquity, and sufficiently prominent to find a 
place in the county pedigrees. See Tuckett's Devonshire 
Pedigrees, p. 173. In the Dictionary of National Biography 
in the Virginia State Library we find a record of a member 
of this family, Francis Segar, or Seager, (flourished 1549- 
1563), a translator and a poet, who seems to have been quite 
conspicuous. He published quite a number of books. 

Again we find Sir William Segar, d. 1633, who became the 
garter king-at-arms of England, which seems to have been a 
high office. The duties include the regulation of the arms of 
the peers, and he has apartments within Windsor Castle, and 
very fine decorations, including a crown of gilt, as described 
in the encyclopedias. 

And again we find John Seguare (flourish 1414), a rhetori- 
cian and poet, son of a knight of Norwich. These are sufficient 
to show the good standing and intelligence of the family in 
England. 

We can not trace the Virginia family back to England. 

There is a New England family of this name, who have a 
book of family genealogy, but we have never seen it and know 
nothing about them.

In regard to the Virginia Segar family we know very little 
except names and dates. 

In the Virginia Magazine of the Historical Society, Vol. V, 
p. 167, we find a short history of the family. The Parish 
Register of Christ Church, Middlesex, copies of which may be 
found in the Virginia Historical Society library, and in our 
own library, furnishes a record of the births, baptisms, mar- 
riages, and burials of the family. And Oliver Segar's will, 
dated Jany. 24th, 1658, and probated and recorded in Lan- 
caster Co. on March 30th, 1659, °' which we have a copy, 
furnishes a good deal of information. These three very reli- 
able authorities constitute our chief sources of information. 
Outside of the will we have little or no knowledge of Oliver 1 
Segar. 

Lancaster Co. was formed in 1652, and Middlesex was 
formed from Lancaster in 1675. The clerk of Lancaster 
writes us that this will is among the oldest records in that 
office, and that there is nothing. to show from what country 
Oliver 1 Segar came. He names his oldest son Oliver 2 , son 
Randolph 2 , wife Ellinor (sic), and daughter Elizabeth 2 ; 
also friends Nicholas Cocke, and Richard Lee, executors. He 
showed his English origin by leaving all his houses and lands 
to his eldest son, Oliver 2 Segar, and all his personal estate was 
to be equally divided between his wife and three children. All 
was to remain in the hands of his wife until the children 
"come to age". 

There is a deed of October 30th, 1663, from Ellinor Owen 
to her children, Oliver 2 and Randolph 2 Segar, and Ellinor 
Owen. Mrs. Segar married secondly Humphrey Owen, who 
was dead in 1663. She married a third time Humphrey Jones. 

The inventory of the son Oliver 2 , on record in Middlesex, 
was dated Nov. 13th, 1699. He was apparently without issue. 
The names Oliver and Eleanor are spelled in the will Olliver 
and Ellinor. 

Randolph 2 Segar, who is mentioned in 1661 as son of 
Oliver 1 Segar, deceased, married in or before 1693 the ad- 
ministratrix (doubtless the widow) of Capt. Oswald Cary. 
She married thirdly Rev. Samuel Gray, minister of Christ 
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Church, Middlesex. Randolph 2 Segar appears to have mar- 
ried first Mary, daughter of Humphrey Jones (of course 
daughter of another wife than Ellinor), who in his will dated, 
1684, named his grandchildren Winifred, Catharine, and 
Oliver Segar, and his daughter Marie Segar. 

The will of Randle 2 Segar was dated Dec, 1693, and 
proved in Middlesex in January, 1740; legatee Jane Segar 
Winifred, and Catherine Segar, sons John 8 and William 8 Se- 
gar, and "my father Jones". He owned in Middlesex a plan- 
tation called "Jamaica", and others. 

In Febry. 1685-6 Mrs. Mary Segar was the executrix of 
Humphrey Jones, her father. 

The inventory of "Mr. Randolph 2 Segar" was recorded in 
Middlesex Febry. 3, 1700. 

Oliver 8 Segar (son of Randolph 2 ) gave bond as sheriff 
of Middlesex in June, 171 1. 

He also was a justice of Middlesex in 1732. 

The will of John 8 Segar was dated October, 1729, and 
proved in Middlesex in January, 1740; legatees Jane Segar 
Nicholas whole estate ; his brothers Oliver and William Segar, 
and Josiah, son of Oliver Segar, executors. 

The inventory of Capt. Oliver 8 Segar was recorded in 
Middlesex in July, 1741. 

The following marriage bonds are on file in Middlesex: 

Catherine Segar and George Fearn, Sept. 4th, 1753; Ran- 
dolph Segar, security. 

Joseph Eggleston and Judith Segar, Dec. n, 1753. 

William Moulson and Mary, daughter of Oliver Segar, July 
26th, 1745. 

John Segar and Priscilla Hockney, Dec. 17th, 1764. 

From these records and from numerous items in the Parish 
Register of Christ Church, Middlesex, too many to record here, 
we have made our Segar table, which precedes this sketch. 

A copy of the items from the Parish Register will be found 
in our Meade Papers, Vol. II. 

Later we have purchased a copy of this book, which will be 
found in our library.

CHAPTER XII 



THE PETTUS FAMILY 



Anne Pettus, daughter of John (or Dabney) Pettus, 
married Joseph 8 Eggleston. 

This seems to be a new line in tracing the Meade connec- 
tions. We know very little about it, and the first part is un- 
certain. 

"Sir John Pettus, knight, of England, was one of the 
signers of the third charter to the Virginia Company in 1612. 
We are told that he was of Norwich, England, and was a 
member of parliament from that city in 1601 and 1604-1611, 
and was a 'benefactor of the Norwich Cathedral'. He died 
April 9th, 1613." (Brown's Genesis of America, pp. 545 and 
966). He is said to have been the father of the next, Coln. 
Thomas Pettus, but there is no evidence of the accuracy of 
this statement. 

Coln. Thomas 1 Pettus (Sr.), of "Little Town", or "Little- 
ton", James City Co., Va., was one of the most conspicuous 
men of this colony. He was a member of the Governor's 
Council for many years, certainly between 1642 and 1648 {Va. 
Hist. Magazine, V, m). In Tyler's Cradle of the Republic 
we are told: "Littletown adjoined Kingsmill on the east, and 
was on the north side of James River, Kingsmill being just 
east of Archer's Hope Creek, and not far from Jamestown. 
In March, 1633, Littletown was the residence of Captain 
George Menifie, of the Council, one of the greatest merchants 
in Virginia. He had a garden of two acres on the river side, 
and it was full of roses of Provence, apple, pear, and cherry 
trees, the various fruits of Holland, with different kind of 
sweet smelling herbs, such as rosemary, sage, marjoram, and 
thyme. He had growing around the house plenty of peach 
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trees, which astonished his visitors very much ; for they were 
not to be seen on the coast anywhere else. Here the gover- 
nor sometimes held court. 

"In 1661 Littletown was the residence of Col. Thomas 
Pettus, of the Council. He married Elizabeth, the widow of 
Richard Durant, and after his death she married Capt. John 
Grove, who died in 1671. [The place passed to Capt. 
Thomas Pettus, Jr.] 

"Capt. Thomas Pettus, Jr.'s widow, Mourning [Glen], 
married James Bray, Jr., and thus the place passed to the 
Bray family till 1752, when on the death of Thomas Bray 
Littletown descended to his daughter Elizabeth, who married 
Col. Philip Johnson." 

In the^ personal history of this period we are much struck 
with two things, that a large proportion of the educated men 
were either captains or colonels, and that they needed much 
to observe Mr. Welter's advice to "Bevare of vidders." 

In an article in the Times-Ditpatch of March 5, 1916, con- 
firming the account above, it is stated that: "Coln. Thomas 
Pettus, of York Co., later of Williamsburg, where he was a 
vestryman of Bruton Church, married in 1645, Elizabeth, 
widow of Richard Durant, and they had a son, Thomas Pet- 
tus, Jr. He married first Miss Dabney, the mother of his 
children, and secondly Mourning Glen, who married secondly 
James Bray, of James City Co." 

In another article in the same newspaper of Sept. 5th, 191 5, 
we are told: "Anne Overton married John Pettus, grand- 
son of Col. Thomas Pettus, Councillor of State for Virginia 
in 1 641 -1 660." 

In a still earlier article in the Times-Dispatch of March 
15th, 1909, signed "Anna Pettus Eastham", in answer to our 
inquiry, it was stated: "Ann Pettus was the daughter of 
Dabney Pettus and Ann Overton. She was born in Han- 
over county about 1720-5. She married Eggleston. Issue: 
Edward and Ann. She married second time Clivius Duke, 
Sr. Issue : Clivius Duke, Jr., and three daughters, Jane, Eliza- 
beth, and Amy. Clivius Duke, Jr., was ancestor of the Dukes 
of Albemarle. 
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"The old Eggleston mansion is still standing on Little River, 
in Louisa Co." 

Later we made an inquiry through the newspaper, stating 
that the date given for the birth of Anne Pettus was too late, 
as her son Joseph Eggleston married Judith Segar in 1753, 
and his mother must have been born before 1720, and asking 
for more history of the Pettus family. But there was no reply. 

And now again in another newspaper article of July 10th, 
1910, in regard to the Overton family, from which he was de- 
scended, Mr. Wilson Miles Cary, a prominent genealogist, 
states: "Ann Overton married John Pettus, grandson of 
Col. Thomas Pettus, of Littleton, who was Councillor* of 
State for Virginia in 1641-1660." 

The question arises; was Mr. Pettus, who married Ann 
Overton, named Dabney or John? The preponderance of 
evidence seems in favor of John, or his name may have been 
John Dabney Pettus. Mr. Cary's reputation, as a genealogist, 
particularly in regard to his own family, carries much weight 
with it. 

From Henning's Statutes, we find that Capt. Thomas Pet- 
tus, Jr., was also a member of the Council from 1646 to 1660. 

Also we find that another Thomas Pettus was Burgess from 
Lunenburg Co. for 1769- 1775, but he was not an ancestor. 

Another article in the Times-Dispatch of March 5th, 1916, 
refers to "a very carefully compiled genealogy of the Pettus 
family sent [to the writer] by a Virginia man," but we have 
not seen it.

CHAPTER XIII 



THE OVERTON FAMILY 



Anne Pettus, who married Joseph 8 Eggleston, is said to 
have been a daughter of Dabney, or John Pettus, and his 
wife, Anne Overton. 

There appeared in the genealogical columns of the Times- 
Dispatch of September 5th and 12th, 1915, a very interesting 
article by Mr. Wilson Miles Cary, a prominent genealogist of 
Baltimore, dated July 20th, 1910, he having died since that 
time, in regard to the Overton family, from which he was 
descended. This article will be found in our Meade Papers, 
Vol. II. It is very comprehensive and full. 

Mr. Cary in his article, giving "the family of Samuel 2 Over- 
ton, who married Miss Carr", states: "In the Virginia Land 
office there is record of a deed for land on 'south and north 
forks of Elk Creek, 7 January, 1725, to William Overton, son 
of Samuel Overton, sometime of New Kent county'. It was 
Samuel 2 Overton's daughter Ann* Overton, who married 
John Pettus, grandson of Coln. Thomas Pettus, of 'Little- 
ton', who was Councilor of State for Virginia, 1641-1660." 

We see that this, contradicting our other account, states that 
John, not Dabney, Pettus married Anne Overton, and 
that he was a grandson of Coln. Thomas Pettus, of "Little- 
ton", the Councilor of 1641-1660. Mr. Cary, being a de- 
scendant and a very skillful genealogist, was probably right. 
And this settles two points; first that Anne Overton's hus- 
band was a grandson of Coln. Thomas Pettus, Sr., and 
second that most probably his name was John, and not Dab- 
ney, or possibly he may have had both names, thus John 
Dabney Pettus.

We have constructed our Overton table from Mr. Cary's 
article, clearly stating the rather uncertain descent from 
Major General Robert Overton, of the Cromwell army. 
This is not authoritative, and seems to be only conjec- 
tural, and several points in Mr. Cary's narrative are said to 
be not sustained. But we give a summary of it, as it is only 
the first part that seems to be doubtful. 

The descent claimed from General Robert Overton was 
lost or unknown in the family until Mr. Cary, having become a 
professor in the West Virginia University, at Morgantown, met 
Mr. Robert Carter Berkeley, a retired professor, born in Han- 
over Co., and descended from the Overtons. From him he 
learned that the Overtons descended from that officer, of whom 
Sir Walter Scott wrote in his 'Woodstock" and "Old Mor- 
tality". 

Major General Robert Overton was one of the chief 
officers of Oliver Cromwell's army. The "Dictionary of Na- 
tional Biography, in the Virginia State Library, states that he 
was born about 1609, married in 1632, and after a distinguished 
career was imprisoned on the Isle of Jersey until 1668, 
when all trace of him was lost. He is said to have been of the 
same family as the famous Bishop William Overton, of Coven- 
try and Litchfield, who was born in London, between 1520 and 
1530. "So it is more probable that Robert named one of his 
sons William." It is suggested that he was exiled to Barba- 
does, as Hatton's list of the "Inhabitants of the Parish of 
Christ Church, Barbadoes, 22 December, 1679," includes "one 
Robert Overton, living alone, without family and without ser- 
vants, either black or white, possessing but five acres of land." 
From this work we also find he was "Son of John Overton, 
of Easington in Holderness, Yorkshire, born about 1609, ad- 
mitted to Gray's Inn on 1st November, 1631." He entered 
the Parliamentary army at the beginning of the Civil War, 
and became very distinguished, as will be seen from the Cary 
article. In 1653 he succeeded to the family estate at Easing- 
ton, returned to England, and became Governor of Hull. 
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Being very extreme in his views, he was imprisoned and never 
released, as far as is known. 

In 1632 he married Anne, daughter of Jeremy Gardner, of 
Stratford Box, Middlesex, England. His eldest son John was 
admitted to Gray's Inn on nth November, 1661. Other in- 
teresting details in regard to him may be found in the Cary 
article. 

William Overton, the first of the name in Virginia, is said 
to have been a son of this Genl. Robert Overton, and to have 
been born in England on December 3, 1638, and to have come 
to Virginia before 1670. He married Elizabeth Waters on 
November 24th, 1670, at Yorktown, Va., on board the vessel 
on which she came to this country. She was the daughter 
of Mrs. Anne Waters, of St. Sepulcher's Parish, London, an 
abstract of whose will may be found in the Virginia Magazine, 
Vol. 11, p. — , she being a widow. Dated September 29th, 
1697, and probated in London, England, on July 4th, 1700, it 
names "son John Waters, who for divers years hath been gone 
to Virginia, five shillings and no more; son Samuel Waters 
and Margaret his wife ten shillings apiece; daughter Eliza- 
beth Overton, now in Virginia, ten shillings; and William, 
her husband, ten shillings ; son in law, Mr. William Goodwin, 
ten shillings for a ring; brother in law, Caleb Millett, ten 
shillings; son Thomas Waters residuary legatee, and he the 
sole executor. ,, 

It is stated that there was at the recent Jamestown Expo- 
sition a small quaintly drawn picture, in the Virginia exhibit, 
of the landing of "Mary" (Elizabeth) Waters with the 
faithful William in the garb of a covenanter ready to re- 
ceive her. And it is also said that the records of Mathews 
Co., Va., show that William Overton paid fifty pounds of 
tobacco for the passage to Virginia of his fiancee. 

The Virginia land books record a deed (or grant) -for forty- 
six hundred acres of land on the south side of Pamunkey River, 
on Falling Creek, April 23rd, 1681, to William Overton for 
transporting ninety-two persons to the colony, including 
Elizabeth Waters. Another deed to William Overton 
in 1690 was for additional land in St. Peter's Parish. 
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William 2 and Elizabeth (Waters) Overton had issue: 

Elizabeth*, b. 28th June, 1673, no trace ; 

William*, b. 6th August, 1675, m. Peggy Garland ; 

Temperance*, b. 2nd March, 1679, m - Wm. Harris ; 

Samuel*, b. 14th August, 1685, m. Carr ; 

James*, b. 14th August, 1688, m. Elizabeth Garland ; 

Barbara*, b. 5th February, 1690, m. James Winston. 

Of these our particular interest lies in Samuel* Overton, 
and for the others we refer to the Cary article. Mr. Cary, 
as previously stated, says: "It was Samuel* Overton's daugh- 
ter, Anne 4 Overton, who married John Pettus, grandson of 
Coin. Thomas Pettus, of Littleton." 

Thus we have arrived at our point of connection with the 
Overton family, and with Anne 4 Overton our interest is 
transferred to the Pettus family, already mentioned. 

Some days after the appearance of Mr. Wilson Miles Gary's 
article in regard to the Overtoils there appeared a reply signed 
"Subscriber", in which the descent of William Overton from 
Cromwell's Genl. Overton is mentioned as "conjectural", and 
stating that Prof. Thomas R. Price had written an Overton 
Genealogy, which is doubtless reliable and interesting. 
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
